The 
Statistical Secretary in kindly  send- 
ing us a copy, remarks that “the 
map has been’ issued for the use of 
tho post-offices,” and the experts of the 
department will no doubt find it an 
invaluable work of reference. For a 
bonighted world outside a “limited 
number of copies is available for sale by 
Kolly & Walsh. Ld, at the price of $9 
for the map and $10 for the map and 
alphabetical list of post-oftices corrected 
to January 1904.” Apart from its special 
departmental uso the map, which has 
boon admirably printed by the Oriental 
Press, is of a more generally valuable 
character. ‘The aim has been to include 
jn its proper relative position every 
oficial city (fu, chou, ting or bsien,) in 
tho Empire, together with other places, 


























having post-offices established at them. 
There are insets on an enlarged scale of 
the Shanghai, Canton and Newchwang 
areas. 

‘Turee of the unsuccessful designs 
submitted to the Committee of the Club 
Concordia for their new building are on 
exhibition temporarily at the Chamber 
of Commerce Room, and in the case of 
two at least it may be said that either 
would have made an imposing structure 
had it been accepted. The third, by 
“Atli” is submitted in so much more 
sketchy and insignificant style than the 
other two that it cannot bear comparison 
with them. Messrs. Atkinson and Dallas 
planned a modern structure, handsome 
but a trifle lacking in distinction as 
to its’ exterior. Dignity and width 
in respect of the main entrance which was 
to be from the Bund, were sacrificed to 








provide cloak and porter’s rooms on either ; 


side of the door, with a waiting room 
beyond on the-south and the front of the 
reading room on the right. 
halls were spacious, a square and ample 
bar opened on the south side, secretary's 
offices were provided on the north, and 
accommodation for six billiard tables was 
to be found in four communicating rooms 
atthe west end. On the first floor a 
noble dining room would have occu- 
pied the whole Bund front, open- 
ing on the south to the library and 
on the north to the smoking room. Card, 
committee and private dining rooms were 
provided for in the rear. A third story 
would contain 15 private bedrooms, bath- 
rooms and boys’ quarters, while adequate 
collarage was provided in the basement— 
A totally different building in the Roman 
renaissance style was designed by Mr. G. 
R. Mitchell. Its chief defect is its stern 
solidity, in which it bears some resom- 
blance to the latest-built of our Bund 
ks. ‘The main fagade was to be in 
Jinkoo Road, and » handsome porticood 
entrance was provided, leading directly 
to the bar on the west and a large hall 
for meetings on the oast. A billiard 
room was to occupy tho whole west 
side conveniently adjoining the bar, while 
‘on the east side were to be a reading 
room at the corner and secretarial offices 
behind. As in Messrs. Atkinon and 
Dallas’ design, the main dining room was 
faced along the entire Bund frontage of 
tho, first floor and extra space was made 
by a large alcove, which could be shut off 
when not required in the centre, The 
library, private dining rooms and card 
rooms were on the west side of the hall 
on this storey. In addition to the bed- 
rooms above Mr. Mitchell designed a flat

may take this opportunity of endorsing, 
that they would appreciate the courtesy 
which dictated the invitation. 


We have received a letter from Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson & Co., Agents of the 
British and Korean Corporation, Lé., 
informing us that they have received a 
telegram from their Gwendoline mine 
at Eunsan, Corea, stating that everything 
is satisfactory at the mine, and that 
there is no foundation for the report, 
which was sent us by our Tokio corres- 
pondent, of an attack by Cossacks on 
the mine. Wo regret that our corres- 
pondent should have been misled by an 
unfounded report. 

From the Osaka Shosen Kaisha we have 
rocoived two interesting publications. ‘The 
larger is a profusely illustrated guide- 
book of nearly 300 pages. which, while 
primarily a directory to the Company's 
steamer services, more particularly in 
the Inland Sea, gives the prospective 
traveller in Japan most of tho informa- 
tion he requires to make his trip comfort- 
able and enjoyable. There are details 
as to railway, hotel and other facilities ; 
places of interest are described and the 
means of reaching them, and a number of 
useful maps are included. The smaller 
pamphlet in a wonderfully coloured cover 
is a conciser guide to the coasting service 
of the Company, also accompanied by a 
map. 

We have received from Messrs. Sam. H. 
Shorrock & Co., of Shanghai, a copy of a 
well-printed Quarterly ‘Diary issued by 
them, in Chinese, in a quarto volume of 
Chinese paper, well bound in a stiff 
red cover, containing numerous pictures, 
with descriptions, of machinery for which 
they are agents.

OFFICIAL 
INTERFERENCE 
WITH TRADE AT 
TIENTSIN. 


24th May. 

Ir is universally recognised in the 
north that Mr. Tang, the Customs 
Taotai at Tientsin, is a very able and 
energetic official, and a capital ad- 
jutant to the enlightened and en 

etic Viceroy, H. E. Yuan Shih-kai. 

jut he has, as most men have, the 
defects of his qualities, and the 
prominent defect in his case is excess 
of zeal, which nearly resulted in his 
activity being suspended in 1900 by 
Captain Bayly of H. M. S. Aurora, 
We learn from the “Peking and 
‘Tientsin Times” of the 19th instant 
that a means has occurred to Mr. 
Tang of reducing the number of 
cases in which foreigners are directly 
or indirectly the plaintiffs and Chi- 
nese the defendants in the magis- 
trate’s yamén at Tientsin. There is 
no Mixed Court at Tientsin, and 
the trade there has increased so much 
that an institution of the kind is very 
much wanted, Meanwhile, Mr. Tang’s 
remedy for the litigation which con- 
gests the magistrate’s yamén owing 
to the absence of a Mixed Court is: 
formulated in the following circular 
notification sent by Tang Taotai to 
the Consular Body at Tientsin a few 
days ago :— 

“The following communication has 
been received by the Customs’ Tuotai 
from the magistrate of Tientsin and 
forwarded to the Consuls, 

“The Foreign Concessions at ‘Tientsin 
are not only increased in number, but the 
territory is greatly enlarged, and fore 
residents of all nationalities »re residing 
here in much greater numbers than ever 
before. ‘The district of Tientsin is also) 
much poorer than before the Boxer 
troubles. The business is reduced and 
the resources of the district magistrate 
are less, ‘There are morever getting to be 
& great number of cases brousht by 
foreign residents sgaiust Chinese for 
breach of contract, in which foreigners 
have suffered loss’ and delay to their 
business by failure of their Chinese agents 
to carry out contracts. 

‘Tn investigating these cases there are 
frequently counterclaims made by the 
Chinese, and foreigners cannot come to 
tho yauién to represont thelr side of the 
case. It is very difficult therefore for the 
magistrate to ascertain real facts and to! 
decide in equity. 

“The Chinese too are generally poor and 
unable to pay, so that it is not easy for the 

strate to bring cases to a final 
settlement. 

«These lawsuits are frequently the par- 
ents of others, so that a great number are 
accumulating on the docket. The district 
magistrate represents to H.E., that in his 
opinion one cause leading to these law- 
suits is that the Chinese who enter into 
these contracts do not understand the 
foreign languages and are misled by the 
middlemen. 

« Another cause is that the contractore 
are generally poor men, without capital, 























and being bound by the terms of the 
contract to do a certain amount of work, 
bofore payment will be made by the for- 
eigners, they have to-find parties who 
wvll fnance thems 

“They are often unable to do this, and 
having delayed the work, and not being 
able to carry out their contracts they run 
away, hence warrants are taken out by 
the foreigners, who have depended upon 
them. 
“In order therefore to prevent. these 
misunderstandings and to enable the 

strate to clear his docket, he respect- 

fully suggests that in future in the case 
of contracts entered into between foreign- 
ers and Chinese, a regulation be made 
that such contracts be not only executed 
and stamped by the foreign Consuls, but 
that certified copies in Chinese and 
English be filed with some Chinese official 
to be designated by H. E. 

“Tn cases arising under such contracts 
there will then be evidence on file which 
will enable the judge to decide in equity. 





“Tn accordance with the foregoing 
representations, the Customs Taotai 
bas ordered the district magis'rate 
of Tientsin to issue and post a pro- 
clamation notifying all Chinese who 
wish to enter into contracts with 
foreigners that they must file copies 
as above suggested at the yamén of 
the district magistrate, 

“All the Consular representatives 
of foreign countries in Tientsin are 
hereby notified of this action, and 
respectfully requested to make it 
known to the business firms and all 
parties who may be interested among 
their respective nationals.” - 

Our contemporary does not tell us 
how this notification was received 
by the Consular Body, but to the 
lay mind it eannot but appear to be 
oue of the most vicious and impossi- 
ble notifications ever issued, It is 
quite consonant with the character 
of the active Chinese official to want 
to interfere in commercial matters, 
especially where he can scent fees ; 
and it is not likely that he would 
file the proposed documents gra- 
tuitously. ‘The foreign and the 
Chinese contractor are alike per- 
fectly able to take care of themselves, 
and the statement by the poor 
Chinese contractor that he has been 
the victim of his ignorance of the 
foreigner’s language, or has been 
misled by middlemen, will not 
commend itself to anyone who has 
made a practical study of the specics. 
To force the foreign contractor 
take every contract he makes to his 
Consul to be stamped, and to hand 
in a certified copy in English and 
Chinese to a Chivese official, is im- 
possible from every point of view; 
and if Mr. Tang has really “ordered 
the district magistrate of Tientsin 
to issue and post a proclamation 
notifying all Chines» who wish to 
enter into contracts with foreigners 
that they must file copies as above 
suggested at the yamén of the 
district magistrate,” it is to be hoped 
that the Consular Body there bas 
brought him up with around turn, 
Mr. ‘Tang is surely enlightened 








enongh to know that no such inter- 
ference with trade is contemplated in 
or permitted by the Treaties; 
and its inquisitorial nature would. 
condemn it at once if there were no 
other objections to it. Mr. ‘lang 
may possibly he innocent of any 
intention to acquire immediate 
information of all transactions be- 
tween Chinese and foreigners ; 
but the carrying out of his proposal 
would enable him to do it if he 
wanted to. The last paragraph of 
his notification to the Consular Body 
“All the Consular representatives of 
foreign countries in Tientsin are 
hereby uotified of this action, and 
respectfully requested to make it 
known to the business firms, and all 
parties who may be interested among 
their respective nationals,” shows 
that Mr. Tang has « very inordina‘e 
idea of his own importance. He 
quietly issues what is practically an 
addition to the treaties without even 
consulting the representatives of the 
‘Treaty Powers, 

We have treated this notification 
more seriously that it might be 
thought to deserve, because if not 
repudiated at once, it might be, used 
as a precedent at other ports. Mr. 
Tang ‘is in commercial matters the 
mouthpiece of H.E..Yuaa Shih-kai, 
and that Viceroy is one,of the most 
powerful officials in the empire. In 
matters of this kind it is understood 
that Customs Taotais consult with 
foreign Commissioners of Customs at 
their ports. Is it possible that this 
notification was submitted to Mr. 
Detring before publication ? 





THE NEW TREATY 
PORTS. 





26th Map. 

Iris announced on good authority 
that the Chinese Government has 
decided 10 open three Treaty “ Ports” 
in the interior of Shantung, which 
scems like a sensible and obvious 
move in the game, a good move, but 
too easy to be called astute policy. 

‘The places named, Chinanfu, the 
capital of the province, Choutsun, the 
largest distributing centre, about the 
middle of the province, and Weihsien, 
a large and busy city further east 
are hardly dictionary ports, Chinanfu 
has communication with the sea by 
a small river which has: been made 
navigable for s1 boats ; the mouth 
is at Yangkinkou, -a port some 
forty miles east of the mouth of 
the Yellow River, practicable only 
for junks and steamers drawing six or 
seven feet; but with proper care and 
adequate expenditure there seems no 
reason why Chinanfu should not 
become a inoderately flourishing port 
in the usual sense. ‘The other places 
however are without waterways, 
and are ports no more than Birming- 








ham; but this makes no difference ; 
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we have Riverine ports and we may 
henceforth have a series of Railway 
ports and a call for a revised 
“dictionary. For the three places are 
the three important stations on the 
railway line lately completed from 
‘Tsingtao through the province. 

Foreigners have often written of 
the energy and enterprise of Germany 
in Shantung, and with some it has 
been accepted that Germany would 
sooner or later hold the whole pro- 
vince, But since Tsingtao was taken 
the Chinese have been tully alive to 
their danger. Yit Hsien had his 
plan, which was, by the Boxers, to 
sweep the province clean of the hated 
foreign devil. Yuan Shih-kai, who 
succeeded him, really performed a 
great feat in so preserving peace 
throughout the whole province 
through all that troublous time that 
the outside Powers had no excuse 
for further aggression. If Yti Hsien’s 
Shansi massacres had taken place 
according to programme in Shan- 
tung instead, that province would 
not be in its present happy condition, 
The Germans must, of course, insist 
on their railway ‘being properly 
guarded, but so far the Chinese 
officials have given such satis- 
faction in this direction that though 
German barracks are agreed on’ and 
planned for more than one station 
on the line, there has been no excuse 
yet for sending German troops to 
the interior, ‘The equilibrium is 
however quite unstable and the 
present satisfactory relations are at 
the meroy of any accident or indis- 
cretion, 

It is therefore policy of the 
Chinese, while Shantung is still 
called theirs, to open the gate to 
other guests, ‘The difficult questions 
which must arise sooner or later will 
then have to be settled, not by one 
masterful will, but by agreement of 
all concerned; and China may be 
excused if she thinks she is thus 
more likely to get fair-play. 

‘Yo Germany, if her intentions are 
more commercial than political, the 
arrangement is no doubt a welcome 
one, She has the entrance to Shan- 
tung nearest to Shanghai; she has 
the trunk line from the port to the 
capital, through these new Treaty

BY POLITICAL 
FLASHLIGHT.

THERE are not a few stories 
of pictures that have been per- 
manently impressed on the human 
retina by means of the electric 
flash. In the nick of time, just as 
the footpad had made his approach 
to his quarry, a lightning flash has 
revealed his features so plainly as to 
ensure bis subsequent identification 
and punishment. ‘Tales of this sort 
might be multiplied. Doubtless the 
physiological reason. for the tenacity 
with which these visual impressions 
are retained is twofold; first the 
intensity of the contrast between 
the pitch darkness of the one 
moment and the brilliancy of the 
next, and secondly the special re- 
ceptivity of the retina which has 
rested in darkness only 10 be doubly 
stimulated by the sudden need for

phenomena are not wanting. To 

no farther back than 1898; there 
was then a threatening cloud hang- 
ing over tke West Indies. Spain 
had for a generation been trying to 
coeree her recalcitrant colony, and 
bad employed, and was employing, 
methods so repugnant. to the higher 
feelings of the United States that 
the only wonder was how inter- 
ference could have been delayed so 
long. Darker and darker grew the 
horizon. People began to gather 
into little groups’ to watch it, 
What their motives were could not 
be discovered in the gloom. Nothing 
that had gone before had prepared 
men’s minds for what was to happen, 
All was dark. But in an instant, in 
the twinkling of an eye, everything 
became clear as day. ‘Pie first gun 
was fired, and with its electric fish 
three permanent historical pictures 
were taken. ‘These might have bea 
entitled the Revelation of Europe to 
America, the Revelation of America 
to Europe, and the Revelation of 
America to herself. Clear as the 
summer sky the American saw the 
European situation. Apart from the 
littleJgroup of onlookers stood one 


stout, sturdy figure alone. He was 
recognised as a former foe still un- 
suspected of friendliness, But the 
change had come. No long process 
of exhaustive reasoning was necessary 
;to have him clothed in the habili- 
ments of a friend, and almost before 
the effect of the lightning flash had 
died away, the cast-off garments of 
the quondam foe had, by the Ameri- 
can onlooker, been thrust upon an- 
other. 

Again in 1900, the flash of a gun 
precipitated an electric storm over 
the length and breadth of Southern 
Africa, Once more in the fierce 
intensity of this sudden glare there 
were added to the world’s stock 
sof political pictures three master- 
pieces of self-revelation. Up to that 
jtime the British Empire was to the 
British world, no less than to 
the world at large, a geographical 
expression of many disconnected 
syllables, It needed only the lurid 
lights of Colenso and Magersfontein 
to change all this, Z Pluribus Unum 
might have been borrowed for the 
moment from our friends of the 
United Stat s, for it was no more 
true of them in 1898 than of ourselves 
in the beginning of 1900. Greater 
Britain had sevealed herself 10 Great. 
Britain, and the British Empire, one 
and indivisitle, had impressed itself 
upon the receptive retinas of an 
onlooking world. One other picture 
no less unpleasant than unexpected 
was automatically “taken” in the 
lightning flashes of the stormy time. 
It showed a nation not unrelated in 
blood to ourselves casting malignant 
glances across the narrow seas which 
ivide their land fiom ours, and in 
every movement indicating a jealous 





dislike of which lack of means alone 
prevented the practical indulgenc:, 
Once more the scene is changed, 
We have noted the effect of « sudden 
outburst of political lightning in the 
Western ‘nd Southern Hemispheres, 
It is now the turn of the Far Exst 
to show what can be revealed by the 
same agency close to the land of the 
Rising Sun. As in the case of ihe 
West Indies the gathering storm hud 
long been visible. Darker and darker 
grew the sky.

ME AMERICAN MAIL 
PAPERS,

‘Tho American papers just to hand have 
hvoted a good many columns to the 
seussion of the case of Senator Burton 
hho, under the statute which makes it a 
isdemeanour for any member of Con- 
fess to accept retainers from persons in 
igation with the Government, has been 
nvieted and sentenced to six months’ 
iprisonment and a fine of $2,500. He 
said to be tho first United States 
nator ever convieted of such an offence 
aile occupying seat in the Sonate. 
‘one may judge from what has been 
citton.on the subject, the feeling seems 
be that the only difference between 
o Kansas Senator and a great many of 
associates is that he has been found 
it. Indeed, some seem to consider it 
1 injustice that he should have been 
gled out for disgraco and punishment, 
hen it is so common to “ practise before 
1 departments” either for direct or 
direct gain. 
We extract from the “Evening Bul- 
tin” of Philadelphia the following com- 
ents on the ease — 
‘The sentence of six months’ imprison- 
ent and a fine of $2,500 imposed upon 
imator Joseph R. Burton by Judge 
Jams, in the United States District Court, 
St. Louis, is justified by the evidence 
ought out during the trial and the ver- 
ct of guilty rendered by the jury. In 
ntencing the prisoner before him Judge 
dams rightly noted the important fact 
‘at conviction in this instance carries 
ith it the disqualification which for ever 
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office of honour, trust or profit mder the 
Governmont of the United States.” ‘This 
penalty alone is a severe ono for a man 
whose political ambitions have been of an 
aggressive sort.” Added to the fine and 
imprisonment, it constitutes a punish- 
ment which may be deemed adequate for 
the offence. The convicted Senator, it is 
announced, will immediately appeal to a 
higher Federal Court and if any injustice 
as been done him in the ordeal through 
which he has passed that tribunal cau be 
doubtless relied upon to rectify it. Whe- 
ther there were any technical defects 
his trial is a matter regarding which legal 
authorities only are competent to judge. 
But, it is difficult, if not impossible, for 
any fair-minded person who has followed 
the development of the case to avoid the 
conclusion that his guilt in attempting as 
a Senator to influence the Post-Ottice 
Department in behalf of a concern barred 
from the mails for alleged frand, has beeu 
clearly demonstrated. It is intimated 
that while the Senate does not desire to 
expel him in advance of the decision on 
his appeal strong pressure will be brought 
to bear to induce him to resign his seat. 
Under present conditions his presence in 
the Senate Chamber would be au affront 
not ouly to that body, but to the Stato 
of Kansas and the American people. 


The “Record” of the same city asks 
the question: “What of the system of 
which this Kansas Senator made use to 
increase his pecuniary gains under cover 
of practising law before tho post-office 
artment?” To this question it sup- 
plies the following answer :-— 














This is the question in which the 
American public has much greater in- 
terest than in the conviction of a Senator 
who may be more or less guilty than some 
of his associatos. When entering into the 
service of the Rialto Grain and Securities 
Company, Senator Burton said ho was 
doing only what other Senators occasion 
ally did in order to eke out their salaries. 
It is a notorious fact that senators and 
representatives busy themselves with de- 
partment affairs for clients or constituents. 
It is not always easy to determine the 
boundaries of the legitimate and the ille- 
gitimate in this sort of practice. But 
there can be no question as to the illegal 
aspects of a case in which a Senator is 
paid for influencing a department. The 
Burton ease belongs to a system that 
is daily manifesting itself in the adminis- 
tration of this Government. Hence the 
crying need of a change. 


‘The Detroit “Tribune” does not spare 
its words in its leading article on the 
subject. Under the heading of “The Only 
Way to Oust a Scoundrel,” it says :— 

Whether or no Mr. Burton manages to 
escape the legal consequences of being 
caught at it, the incident illustrates the 
importance’ of having our political 
offenders convicted in the courts instead 
of by investigating committees of the 
House, in which they sit. Even if Mr. 
Burton, by one technicality or another, 
avoids ‘the prescribed consequences of 
his acts, he is henceforth an outcast from 
his former associations, while Senator 
Clark of Montana sits unashamed as the 
honoured colleague of Hoar and Allison 
and Morgan and Daniel and the rest. 
He was convicted by a Committee of the 
Senate, and not by a court of law. That 
makes all the difference in the world. 


The Philadelphia “ North American,” 
expressing its satisfaction that the Senator 
has been © overtaken by his fate,” sums up 
its view by the epigrammatic dictum 
that “if his fate is unique, his practices

‘Phe St. Lonis “ Republic” says. that 
the eonvietion of Sonator Burton is-an 
encouraging sign of the times.” It makes 
the following very sensible reference to 
the ease : 
have arrived at a stage of national 
affairs when the truth concerning the 
public service is of more importance 
than ever before in our history.

‘The country is alive to the issue. The 
people are keen to fight corruption, and 
such instance as Senator Burton’s trial 
jand its disclosures serve to whet the 
desire for honest administration. Cor- 
[ruption must be killed out now or never : 
that is the public convietion. If corrup- 
tion can survive the present state of 
alarm and animosity, it can survive any~ 
thing. If the people go to sloop again, 
leaving corruption victorious and vigorous, 
all hope of reform must die. 
‘The newspapers, discussing the question 
jof the Commission at Panama, speak _ 
hopefully of the prospect that definito 
steps will shortly be undertaken in the 
actual work of canal construction on 
the Isthmns. The Canal Commission 
has gone to the scene of operations to 
inspect the progress made by the 
French Company and to lay ont new 
plans for the future, and the hope is 
expressed in all sections of the, country 
that the members will be alive to their 
| duties, and that they will loso no timo in 
‘the completion-of a programmo for tho 
systematic prosccution of the task before 
them. ‘The following oxtract is from tho 
“Evening Bulletin” of Philadelphia, and 
may bo taken asa fair example of what 
is being said on the subject 

Appearances indicate ‘that there are 
not likely to be any further legal obstacles 
of a serious rature in the way of the 
formal transference of the canal title 
from its French holders to the United 
States. It is true that under the bargain 
made, the stockholders in the old com- 
pany will receive only a small percentage 
of their investment. But that is not the 
fault of this country ; and the distribu 
tion of $40,000,000 among them will be a 
substantial gain to many’ pockets which 
were depleted by payments for the 
« securities” of the entorprise. This is a 
fact of which the courts of France can 
hardly fall to take cognisance if moro 
attempts to fight the transfer aro brought 
before them. In any case, this phase of 
the matter is one which may be left to 
the State Dopartment. The canal’ com- 
mission is not required to deal with it. 
‘The functions of that body are to go 
ahead with the practical business of 
securing a sufiicient supply of Ibour, 
insuring the maintenance of order on the 
strip subject to American jurisdiction, 
and enforcing sanitary measures which 
will enable the undertaking to be carried 
on without unnecessary loss of life. 

When the last mail was leaving the 
United States, the St. Louis Expositicn, 
then about to be -opened, was re- 
ceiving a great deal of attention from 
the Press, Many intelligent observers 
of the preparations in — progress 
for the Exposition were apprehen- 
sive that there was more or less prospect 
that amusement features will constitute 
its dominant attraction. That this should 
be so is strongly deprecated by most of 
the papers which draw attention to the 
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subject. The “Chicago Chronicle,” for 
instance, says > 

It is asserted that the concessions 
along “The Pike,” which is to be the 
name of the St. Louis “ Midway,” are 
largely to pay the expenses of the Ex- 
position. “The Pike” is to be a mile in 
Tength, containing twice as much space 
as was allotted at Chicago in 1893. If 
this report is well-founded, it suggests 
tho possibility that the managers may be 
losing sight of the primary purpose of 
the fair. Its name indicates it to be an 
exhibition of the products and progress 
of tho contury that has elapsed since the 
Louisiana purchase. It is to be held 
under the auspices of the United States 
Government, and Congress has appro- 
priated five millions and loaned nearly as 
much more in order that the display may 
be made on a scalo commensurate with 
tho importance of the occasion. The 
world expects and the occasion demands 
that it shall ropresent in the highest and 
best sonso the spirit and achievements of 
the American people, Amusements have 
their proper functions at great expositions 
of the kind, if of an unobjectionablo 
nature and made subordinate to the main 
purposes of the occasion, But in a far 
groater degree than is realised, porbaps, 
it will be the American people—the pro- 
duct of a contury of free institutions— 
and their achievements that will be on 
display at St. Louis. ‘That to many of 
the visitors the occasion will partake 
largely of the nature of a vacation holi- 
day is certain. For their entertainment 
clean amusements may properly be pro- 
vided. But nothing should be tolerated 
that cannot be witnessed without disgust 
by decent people. 


Under the heading, of “ How We Grow,” 
the “ Evening Bulletin” of Philadelphia, 
gives some interesting and valuable 
statistical information as to. the 
population of the United States 
which, according to the Census Bureau, 
now numbers nearly 80,000,000, exelu- 
sive of the residents of Alaska ‘and of 
tho island possessions. ‘This shows an 
estimated increase of nearly 4,000,000 
for the threo years since the census was 
taken in 1900. If this rate shall be 
maintained, it is calculated that the 
population in 1910 will reach nearly 
0,000,000 The “Bulletin” makes the 
following observations on theso statis- 
ties — 

While these figures lack the accuracy 
of an actual count, the probability is that 
they are not very far from the trath, and 
they are of interest as indicating that the 
United States still hoads the list of grow- 
ing nations. In spite of the fact that the 
average American family is not as large 
as a half-century ago, immigration makes 
good any possible decline from this source, 
and our population still increases at the 
rato of about ono-and-one-third millions 
a year. Besides verifying the general 
impression that the limit of growth in 
the population of the country is still a 
Jong way in the future, the census bul- 
letin from which these figures are taken 
shows thet the ratio of town and city 
growth, as compared with that of the 
country, still continues high. There were 
438 towns and cities containing a popula- 
tions of 10,000 and upwards, with a total 
enumeration of 24,047,367 in 1900. This 
town population, it is estimated, has 
increased in three years 1,759,000. "It is 
plain that the country boys are still 
migrating from farm to town, and that 
tho majority of the new immigrants re- 
main in the cities instead of being dis- 
tributed throughout the country. The 
estimate is of local interest in showing 























‘that Philadelphia still-holds third place | 


in point of population among American 
cities, with no immediate prospect of 
being overtaken by any competitor. Its 
present population is placed at 1,367,716, 
while St. Louis, the next in order, is 
credited with only 612,279, or less than 
one-half of this city. New York and 
Chicago lead, of course, but their great 
preponderance is partly the effect of 
recent territorial additions, a process of 
growth which Philadelphia has not em- 
ployed for more than half a century. 

So little news of the war in the Far 
East had reached the United States during 
the week prior to the leaving of the last 
mail that very little reference is made to 
the subject in the papers to hand. “A 
single dispatch from St. Petersburg,” 
complains one paper, “contained all 
the war news of the week, and this, 
it should be added, lacks confirma- 
tion.” This may, possibly, be one 
of tho reasons why so much space is 
devoted to the discussion of the decision 
of the United States Supreme Court in 
the Coal-Railway Company Litigation. 
‘That considerable importance is attached 
to the decision by the many whom it 
concerns is not to be doubted, but the 
subject is probably a “dry” one to most 
of us in this part of tho world. The 
following short reference to the subject 
is takon from the “ Wall Street Journal” 
of New York :— 


‘The Supreme Court decision in the so- 
called Hearst suit against the anthracite 
coal carriers works for the restoration of 
commercial health. There have boon 
many developments of late which have 
been said to be disturbing to business 
intorests, but which in reality tended to 
create more wholesome conditions. The 
suit against the Northern Securities 
Company was, no doubt, injurious to 
important financial interests and held in 
check some important business plans, but 
the decision in favour of the Gover 
has beon altogether wholesome in th 
has served notice upon combinations of 
capital: “Thus far you may go, but no 
farther.” 


The Philadelphia “ Telegraph,” refer- 
ring to the decision, says -— 

At one blow it strikes down that im- 
pregnable barrier of secrecy which has 
heretofore sheltered trust combinations. 
Not only the coal roads and coal pro- 
@ucers, but all other pools and combines 
engaged in interstate commerce are by 
this decison brought under the supervi- 
sion of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. The Northern Securities decision 
attracted more general attention for the 
reason that the vast intorests affected 
were more immediately and essentially 
dependent on the issue, but in its f 
reaching consequences it will be 
found that this coal trust decision, 
although resting on a side issue, will be 
productive of results fully as important. 


The “Press” of Philadelphia claims 
to have drawn attention to a very im- 
portant aspect of the decision, not refer- 
red to by any other pape 

The real importance of the decision, 
and it cannot be exaggerated, is the way 
and manner in which the Supreme Court 
blurs and obscures the line hitherto 
drawn between the acts and responsibi- 
lities of different corporations. A long 
line of decisions in this country and 
England, on which all corporation 
law and corporation action rests, has 
held that corporations are separate, 
distinct, and independent. Holding 
shares in a corporation does not make 
a man or a corporation responsible for 








































‘the business of the corporation. The} 
Supreme Court doos not now in terms} 
reverse this doctrine ; but its reasoning! 
on the relations of the coal-mining com- 
panies would reverso it if carried to tho’, 
logical conclusion. ‘These companies, tho: 
Supreme Court points out, have the samo 
directors and one owns the shares of the 
other. The Supreme Court holds that in 
breaking up combinations to suppross 
competition this may be considered. 
For good or evil, this is a momentous 
change if later decisions confirm it. 

ge is one of the many indications 
that the Federal Supreme Court, like a 
good many people, some agitators and 
some not, believes that corporate power 
needs to be retrenched to the ond that 
monopolies be restrained. 

‘The “San Francisco Examiner” has an | 
unkindly realistic portrait of Mr. J.

Theory of Human Progression. By 
Patrick Henry Dove. Translated into 
Chinese by W. E. Macklin, M.B. Shanghai: 
Society for the Diffusion of Christian and 
General Knowledge in China. 

‘This book, when published half-a- 
century ago, was praised by Thomas 
Carlyle, who said that it was the 
voice of a new revolution, and an 
education in economics. It has now 
been translated by Dr. W. E, Macklin, 
of Nanking, and his version is 
on sale among the publications of the 
Society for the Diffusion of Christian 
and Genoral Knowledge in China. It 
has just now been printed by the Com- 
mercial Press, the largest and busiest of 
the Chinese-owned -printing presses .in 
Shanghai. 

Henry George in 1880 published his 
remarkable book “‘ Progress and Poverty.” 
It was the result of a study of Dove's 
work. At a public meeting in Glasgow 
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in 1884’ Henry George paid glowing 
tribute to the memory of Patrick Henry 
Dove, the author of the “Theory of Human 
Progression.” It is unfortunate that 
George does not in “Progress and 
Poverty” mention Dove. Dove's style is 
not so brilliant, as that of George. 
Here is a specimen of George’s rhetoric : 
—Could a man of the last century, 
a Franklin or a Priestley, have seen, in a 
vision of the future, the steamship taking 
the place of the sailing vessel, the reaping 
machine of tho scythe, the threshing mi 
chine of the flail, it would have seeme 
‘as though he saw, and his heart would 
have leaped, and his nerves would have 
thrilled, as one who from a height be- 
holds just ahead of the thirst-stricken 
caravan the living gleam of rustling woods 
and the glint of laughing waters.” 

Let me now give a specimen of Dove's 
style, sober, thoughtful, earnest and 
convincing.“ The Presbyterians of 
Scotland and the Puritans of, England 
had hold of the truth, and though they had 
scarcely yet learned to view it in it 
light, thoy progressed immensely towards 
freedom. ‘They did confound civil and 
religious liberty, but notwithstanding it 
js to them under God that wo owe the pre- 
servation of the cause of liberty in this 
country, when the Continent, and especi- 
ally France, either extinguished the littl 
liberty that had begun to illuminat 
the poople, or so impeded its pro- 
gross, that they have still their con- 
yulsions before them. ‘The extinction 
of Protestantism in France rendered 
a physical foree convulsion necessary 
before the obstacles to the progress 
of society could be removed. If full 
liberty of thought had been accorded 
instead of the Revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes, in all probability the progression 
of society would have taken place by the 
gradual removal of abusos, instead of be- 
ing arrested until the bulwarks of des- 
potism were no longer strong enough to 
Potain the expansive energies of the po- 
pulation. ‘To suppose that the French 
revolution could have been prevented by 
any of the individuals who happened to 
figuro in it, is to suppose that causes are 
no causes and effects no effects. But 
France has still her work to do. France 
has yet to shake off despotism, and to 
form a government that shall rule other- 
wise than by a standing army and a 
aystem of officials.” 

‘Phisronsoning might beapplied to Chins. 
China educates the officialclass but not the 
common people. Yet, happily, many of 
them educate their children bya voluntary 
payment to schoolmasters. Chiua keeps 
the peace by a standing army and not by 
the avoidance of a variety of taxes. The 
levying of taxes leads to rebellions in 
many localities. Popular ignorance caused 
the Boxer rising against foreigners, and 
the many massacres of missionaries and 
Bible Society colporteurs which have oc- 
curred. Despotism needs to be ex- 
changed for popular freedom in China. 
‘Education on a wide scale is required and 
the ciroulation of such books as this of 
Dove, as translated by Dr. Macklin, is 
adapted to do great good. It will set the 
people thinking. 

For example, it is shown that war in 
England was barbarously conducted before 
‘the Norman conquest. The Norman and 
Plantaganet kings fought and did_much 
as they pleased, but they had the feeling 
of brave knights. Gradually the courtier 
gained power by flattering kings and 
queens. In Queen Anne's reign the 
courtiers became politicians, and led Eng- 
Tand into the whirl of European politics. 
We fought successfully with France at 









































Blenheim, but what for? Why should 
we fight for the succession to the Spanish 
crown of an Austrian archduke rather 
than a French prince? Happily, political 
economy was born in the 18th century 
as the result of thinking on the causes of 
wars, and Dove’s book «as written in the 
19th century after careful study ofauthors 
‘on political economy. Dove shows bow, 
in the reign of Queen Victoria, political 
economy found its way into the royal 
council chamber, and how it influenced 
parliamentary votes. 

‘Dove recommends a single tax, the 
abolition of game laws, and the restora- 
tion of land to the people. He shows 
with admirable logic how a fixed law of 
progress is observable in the growth of 
free itutions in the history of 
England. He illustrates this by deserib- 
ing the ever-instructive events which 
led to the abolition of slavery, to 
Catholic emancipation, and to the 
abandonment of the corn laws. 

‘Dove followed Kant asaphilosopher. He 
is a careful student of Adam Smith and 
Mill, but he goes beyond Mill in his views 
about land-ownership, and in the favour 
‘shows to socialist doctrines. Dove is 
a fervent believer in the Bible, while he 
maintains in a most convincing way that 
society is actually progressing according 
toalaw which nothing can hinder from 
culmination in a true millennium. Justice 
must prevail universally; the county of 
Sutherland will cease to be considered by 
law the land of only one man, This law 
will be revised. The people will recover 
the right in land from which they have 
long been debarred. England has learned 
to cease fighting for the Bourbons and is 
content now to live in amity with France 
as a Republic. 

Sir William Hamilton, the philosopher, 
book to be epoch. 
making and as likely to rally mankind to 
great reforms, Professor Blackie also 
praised the book highly. Charles Sum- 
ner cirenlated many copies of it in the 
United States, and persuaded Dove to 
write in behalf of the emancipation 
movement. It will find a welcome among 
many Chinese readers, and is adapted to 
correct many mistaken opinions of, the 
Chinese people. Dr. Macklin has dono 
well to give them in their own language, 
‘and in a clear and readable style, so useful 
a book.

A Quict and Harmonious Port, 

Things jog along so quietly in Ningpo 
that it is difficult to report anything worthy 
of the general reader's interest except at 
Jong intervals. This does not predicate 
‘Ningpo to be a non-progressive port; but 
it does bear witness to the calm and pence- 
ful life of its inhabitants. ‘The city of the 
“Peaceful Waves” retains its reputation as 
one of the most quiet and harmonious ports 
in China, ‘Tho relations between the for- 
eign and native residents are of the most 
friendly type. 

Evidences of a Progressive Spirit 
are not lacking to those who have eyes to 
see, ‘The Yung River now caries quite a 
fleet of small steam-boats on its waters, 
most, if not all, owned by Chinese mer- 
chants, There is a daily service of four 
boats between Ningpo and Chinhai. Four 
other steam-boate run daily between Ningpo 
and the inland city of Yuyao. ‘Threo larger 
oats cater for Chusan; two of the latter 
also running as far South as Shihp'u and 
Haimén, thus connecting  Taichow with 
Ningpo. ‘These, with the large Shanghai 
steamers Pekin ‘and Kiangteon, two of the 
most comfortable passenger boats on tho 
‘coast; the steamer Pooohi which is a weekly 
caller on her way to and from Wénchow 5 
and occasional large boats from the South 
and Japan with cargoes of coal and sugar ; 
plus ‘three or four Chinese dispatch boats, 
make our river present quite « busy scene 
compared with a few yeurs ago. 

The §.S. Kamor. 

‘And now, one more important addition 
has to be chronicled. Last evening the 
steamer Kamor a‘rived from Shanghai of 
her first trip to Wénchow. This steamer, 

ispatehed by Moller Bros. of Shanghai, is 
intended to run between Shanghai, Ningpo, 
and Wénchow, and will thus enter ito 
competition more particularly with the 
GC. M. N. Co.'s steamer Poochi. It will be 
interesting to notice if this enterprise suc- 
ceeds, as former efforts to copture a portion 
of the Wenchow trade have ended in failure. 
‘The steamer Kamor is a boat of 959 tons, 
fiying the Norwegian flag. Her drought is 
conswlerably more than that of the Poochi, 
Ghich will necessitate greater care in 
navigating the Wénchow river with its 
many shifting sand-banks. 

Another Sign of Progress 

is the interest taken in schools for Western 
earning. In and around Ningpo are some 
thirty English (so-called) schools, conducted 
by natives. The standard of these schools 
is very poor, but there is no denying the 
fact that they attract large numbers of 
Chinese youths who are anxious to acquire 
some portion of Western learning. 

Four Educational Centres. 

“Apart from these schools, there are four 
centres where effective work is done. Tho 
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American Presbyterian Mission have seventy 
students in a new academy which cost about 
$8,000. The American Baptist Mission have 
a number of students resident in a large 
foreign house, The Methodist Free Church 
Mission is carrying on educational 
work in Chinese buildings, where forty 
resident students are accommodated. The 
Roman Catholic Mission are also paying 
special attention to educational work; they 
having erected a large three-storied building 
on the Settlement, where some sixty youths 
reside under the care and direction of three 
French Fathers. 
The College of the Ningpo Gentry- 

It is matter of general regret that the 
laxge college initinted by the gentry of 
Ningpo has not been opened this year, 
owing to the building not being completed 
through lack of funds. ‘There is 
Prospect, however, that this college will be 
opened next New Year. 
A Proposed New Colleg 

It is the intention of the Methodist Free 
Church Mission to build a suitable college, 
for which a grant of $30,000 has been made 
by the Home Board. ‘Towards this sum 
35,000 has been promised by the native 
Church. Mr. H. 8, Redfem, B.Sc., 
¥.C.8., has been appointed Principal. 
The Late Pilot Smith 
of Ningpo, made several local charitable 
Dequests. By his will the following bene- 
fited:—Ningpo Cemetery Board $100, 
Episcopal Church, Settlement $50, Union 
Church, Settlement $50, Methodist Hospital, 
Settlement. $50.

An Artillery Field Review. 

The Governor held a field review of the 
artillery last week. In view of possible 
demands arising from the war, and re- 
ported trouble in the North, it is very 
necessary that the powder be dry and 
the service efficient. But the Futai was 
not well pleased with the ease of action 
and celerity of movement of the corps 
under review. The last bit of the show. 
was in the line of transport work. The 
first animal kicked up its heels and threw 
its load and ran away. The Governor 
hastened back to his yamén in some dis- 
gust, quite convinced that the artillery 
was not yet ready for war. 


The Agricultural College, 

which is under tho direction of Japanese, 
is doing a bit of very useful work this 
spring. It has taken in hand the job of 
planting trees outside tho city wall, as 
well as making plantations inside ‘the 
city. There aro acres of waste lands within 
the walls, possibly it would be within the 
mark to say that no more than two-thirds 
of the space within the walls is built on, 
and if this had been planted years ago 
we should have had a beautiful city to- 
day. One spot in particular, near the 
mination hall, with a lake in the 
centre, covered with ashes and débris, 
would rival Shanghai for beauty, if 
forviguers had the management of it. 
We shall not expect the Chinese to keep 
it very clean or that they will expend 
much money on the up-keep of the placo, 
but it is something that a little forest of 
trees has been planted in the vicinity of 
the lake. A native asked for permission 
to clear another piece of ground in the 
centro of tho city, but one of the high 
officials was afraid the féngshui would 
be damaged, so an object which would 
have been an ornament to the city has 
failed for lack of knowledgo. 

The Red Cross Society. 

Another remarkable indication of the 
change in Chinese opinion is the issue 
this month by the Governor of proclama. 
tions asking for subscriptions towards the 
work of the Red Cross Society. ‘The text 
states that China, America, France, and 
England have joined in a holy league: 
to alleviate the sufferings of the wounded 
in war, and so all who are able to do so 
should feel privileged to have a share in 
the good work.

China's Neutrality. 

An official statorhent issued by the 
Tokio Foreign Ofiice on the 7th inst, 
regarding the neutrality of China runs as 
follows 

“Recognising that the maintenance by 
China of strict ‘neutrality during the war 
between Japan and Russia was necessary 
for the interests of China and tho Powers, 
the Imperial Government tendered advice 
tothe Chinese Government to that offect 
immediately after the outbreak of hosti- 
lities. But of Inte ramours have been 
persistently disseminated concerning an 
alleged intention on China's part to givo 
up her noutrality and join in the war as 
Japan's ally. In view ‘of these rumours, 
the Imperial Government thought it as 
well to once more call the attention of 
the Chinese Government to the subject of 
neutrality. Accordingly telegraphic in- 
structions were given to our Minister at 
Peking on the 10th inst., to repeat the 
same advice which was given to China 
at the commencement of the war, and 
point out to the Chinese Government tho 
fact that her own interests no less than 
those of the other Powers make it necos- 
sary for China to continue to maintain an 
attitude of strict neutrality and devote 
her energies to the preservation of order 
and tranquillity within her own borders, 
‘The Chinese Government has replied, say- 
ing that it entirely recognises the pro- 
Priety of the advice offered by the Impe- 
rial Government, and positively declur- 
ing that it ontertains no intention of 
abandoning its attitude of neutrality, 
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The same declaration has also been 
formally made by the Chinese Go. ern- 


ment to the other Powers.”

The Anglo-French Agreement. 

‘The great event of the week has beon 
thesigning of the Anglo-French Agreement, 
followed by the oficial issne of the toxt. 
It agrees very closely with the summaries 
which were published in Paris while the 
negotiations were still in progress, and 
thence telegraphed to London; and it 
has been hailed with general satisfaction— 
‘ satisfaction which is even more perfect 
among the Liberals than among the 
supporters of the Government by whom, 
the agreement has been concluded. 
Among the Conservatives there are a few 
who aro inclined to grumble and to 
complain that France has the best of the 
bargain—that we surronder too much and 
Teceive too little in return. There is, 
however, but a feeble note arnidst the 
chorus of approval. It is true that the 
agreement reduces the area of the British 
Empire by a few acres, while Franco 
yields up nothing in the way of territory ; 
but the Newfoundlanders at all events 
will certainly fecl that the surrender of 
a little strip of territory and some islands 
of little value in West Africa is not too 
high a price to pay in order to 
buy ont French rights on the shores 
of our oldest colony—rights which have 
led to friction and disputes for nearly 
two hundred years. 

Egypt and Morocco, 

The most important clauses of the 
treaty are, of courso, those relating to 
Egypt and Morocco. Their general 
effect is to give us a free hand—so far 
as France is concerned—in Egypt, while 
allowing to Franco a free hand in 
Morocco. Both nations make a formal 
declaration that they have no intention 
of annexing the territories which are 
thus recognised as lying within their 








spheres of influence; and we on 
our part obtain a guarantee of 
equal trade rights “in Morocco 


for thirty years at least. In Egypt the 
great advantage which we shall gain is 
“severe restriction of the powers of the 
Caisse de la Dette.” OF course the con- 
sent of the other European Powers 
represented on that body will have to be 
obtained before this desideratum can be 
secured ; but as the interest of France in 
Egypt is far ‘greater than that of all the 





other Powers put together there. can oj 





hardly be much difiiculty on that head. 


The Caisse de la Dette will continue to 
exist, but its funetions will be confined to 
those for which it was originally appoint. 
ed—to obtaining a guarantee for the due 
payment of interest to Egyptian bond. 
holders. We have not forgotten how, at 
tho time of the expedition which smash- 
ed the Khalifa, the Commissioners of 
the Caisso refused to allow the revenue 
of Egypt to be applied to that ox. 
pedition, and how in consequencs this 
country had temporarily to find the 
money. In future in all such matters 
as this—indeed in all financial matters so 
long as the interest on the debt is provided 
for—the Egyptian Government will havo 
a perfectly free band, subject to 
the control of the Khedive's British 
advisers. That alone will be an enormous 
gain. Of course the other European 
Powers may refuse to assent to the 
change; but in that case, as Lord 
Lansdowne has intimated ina sketch of 
the negotiations which he has addrossed 
to our Ambassador in Paris, we shall bo 
able to rely upon the support of French 
diplomacy in overcoming any obstacles 
which they may place in our, way. 


LEntente Cordiale. 


Apart from all questions of the balance 
of gain or loss to France or England, the 
agreement is welcomed as comonting 
the good understanding which has 
of late grown up between Great 
Britain and France, and as afford- 
ing a most valuablo guarantee for 
the maintenance of pence. For this 
reason the agreement has on the whole 
beon well received on the Continent, 
though some irritation has: shown itself 
in Germany, and Spain is inclined to 
grumble at’ the clauses relating to 
Morocco, where, of course, sho has large 
interests at stake. One sign of the 
cordial feeling which has displaced the old 
suspicion and irritation between Franco 
and England has been an enormous in- 
flux of English tourists into France 
during the Easter soason which has just 
onded. 


The War. 

A strong hope is entertained by French- 
mon that one result of the Agreement will 
be torender En slishmen less pro-Japaneso 
and anti-Russian than they have been ; 
and a French journalist in London 
assured me the other day that there 
are already abundant signs of the 
fulfilment of this hope. I believe, how- 
ever, that if we are less enthusiastic for 
Japan than we were, it is due not so much 
to the Anglo-French Agreement as to a 
feeling of irritation at the existence of 
the war. This feeling has been in some 
degree intensified by the news just 
[received of the terrible disaster to the 
Petropaviovsk. Admiral Makaroff’ was 
very well-known in this country, and was 
held in the highest esteem and regard 
by all who came into contact with him 
during his sojourn here. There is no lack 
of admiration for the splendid seaman- 
iship and the grand fighting qualities 
which the Japanese Navy have dis- 
played; and everyone interested in 
|naval matters is watching the progress of 
jthe war with the most intense interest 
{in view of the lessons which our own 
i Navy may learn from it; but the feeling 
jis perhaps stronger now than it was, that 
jthis country has nothing to gain what- 
ever may be the outcome of the war. 

Perhaps the most valuable feature of the 
[Anglo-French Agreement is that it p 
tically removes even the remotest pos: 
lity of France and England being dragged 

yn opposite sides “into the present 
conflict.

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The Tibetan Mission. 

Parliamont reopened on Tuesiay after 
the Eastor recess. The first business 
shonld have been the Licensing Bill, 
which is to prevent publicans from 
having the renewal of their licenses 
refused without compensation by magis- 
trates who desire to reduce the number 
of public-houses in their district ; but on 
the opening day Mr. Balfour amounced 
that this measure would be postponed 
for a week or so in order to obtain Parlia- 
mentary sanction for the employment 
of troops in Tibet. The two battles in 
which some hundreds of Tibetans have 
been killed have rendered it impossible 
to regard the troops sent with Colonel 
Younghusband as being any longer a 
mere military escort accompanying a 
peaceful mission, and the sanction of 
Parliament to their employment beyond 
the Indian frontier had become neces- 
sary. The motion gave rise to a livel 
debate in the Commons-on Wednesday 
but although Sir Henry Campbs 
Bannerman and other Liberals spoke in 
more or less strong deprecation of the 
expodition, they did not go the length 
of voting against the resolution, content- 
ing themselves with walking out of the 
House. The Government therefore had 
a majority of 270 to 61, the minority 
being composed of Irish Nationalists and 
‘a sprinkling of “Little Englanders.” 











Mr. Chamberlain's Return. 

Mr. Chamberlain arrives in London 
from his holiday tour to-day. It is not 
oxpeoted for a moment that he will at 
once renew his raging tearing propa: 
ganda ;” indeed it has beon understood 
all along that his next campaign in the 
constituences will not begin until the 
autumn—unless of course a General 
Election should occur in the meantime. 
On the other hand we may be perfectly 
certain that there is not a shadow of 
truth in the rumour circulated a few days 
ago that in view of the hostility of the 
-country to his proposals exhibited at 
recent bye-elections he had resolved 
drop his campaign, Mr. Chamberlain is 
not so easily benten as this. Probably 
Mr. Balfour and his colleagues would 
be very glad if thoy could induce 
the ex-Colonial Secretary to drop it; 
Dut it would of course moan the rain of 
his political career. Moreover, while it 
is trae that the recent contests seem to 
show that the majority of tho electors 
of the country are still Free Traders, the 
groat bulk of tho Conservatives are as 
Certainly Protectionist, and the sudden 
Groping of Tariff Reform would break 
up the party perhaps even more hope- 
Jeusly than did its adoption. Everybody 
will hope that Mr. Chamberlain has re- 
turned thoroughly restored to health, for 
his condition at the time of his departure 
gavo rise to grave uneasiness. His cam- 
paign had taxed his physical powers far 
Deyond his strength ; and it is understood 


























that in his next campaign he will not 
attempt nearly as much.

arawn to the recent increaso in the retail 
price of meat sold in the Settlements and 
as the result of enquiries instituted, it has 
been ascertained that this increaso is 
justified by the existing conditions of the 
cattle trade. ‘The price of animals for tho 
Shanghai market has néarly doubled since 
1900 owing to increased demand both for 
export and for local consumption, and 
the producing districts (Tanyang, ete.) 
n whieh most of the supply is drawn 
pear to be unable to meet this demand. 
ireumstances I have th 
honour to draw your attention to the 
correspondence which passed between 
the Council and yourself in October 1901. 
(published in the Municipal Report for 
that year) and to ronew the roquest then 
made, viz., that, in the interests of the 
forcign community's food supply and of 
those neighbouring ports which obtain 
their cattle from Shanghai, the Chinese 
Authorities may be induced to encourage 
the production and export of oxen, etc., 
from the Nanbui (Pootung) district. ‘Tho 
Council is informed that for reasons un- 
Known, but which are probably not un- 
connected with influences exorcised by 
the Tanyang dealers, the Nanhui Magis- 
trate continues to impede rather than to 
promote the cattle trade within the limits 
of his authority, and tho Council would 
therefore request that the matter should 
receive the Consular Body’s attention and 
that enquiry should be mado as to the 
effect of the communication, addressed 
by H. E. Yuan Taotai to Magistrate 
Wong in 1901. :

Rerxtytep From “Tae Money Marker 
Revrew,” Aprit 23xp, 1904. 





‘The fiftich ordinary general mecting of 
the shareholders of the Chartered Bank of 
Ind, Australia and China was held on 
Wednesday at the Cannon Street Hotel, 
London, K.C., Mr. J. Howard Gwyther 
p esiding. 

‘Tho Manager (Mr. Caleb Lewis) read the 
notice calling the meating. 

‘The Chairman said: I presume, gentle- 
men, you will, as usual, take the directors’ 
report and the balance-sheet as read. (Hea 
hear.) Once more, gentlemen, I have tl 
honour of presiding at your annual meeting, 
and Iam pleased that I can present for your 
approval such a satisfactory belance-sheet. 
‘Thanks to excessive competition und silver 
eccentricities. our profits have been earned 
with increasing difficulty, and it much re- 
dounds to the credit of our managers that 
such a respectable total bas been main- 
tained. You will observe that our gross 
profits were only 25,000 less than in 
1902, notwithstanding the provision of 
£30,000 for the adjustment of our 











securities, but~the expenses of manage- 
ment are £22,000 greater. The direc- 
tors are keenly. alive to the necessity 
for wise economy, but our staff have a 
putation for prudence and intelligence, con- 
sequently they are exposed to the temptation 
of higher pay elsewhere. Our defence lies 
in liberality, and I see no judicious retrench- 
ment near at hand. Trade between Ger- 
many and tho East constantly increases, 
and, with the view of maintaining and en- 
larging our connections with that country, 
we have determined to open an agency at 
Hamburg. India has been again favoured 
with sufficient rain, and the country has 
consequently prospered. ‘The prico of cotton 
has naturally followed that raling in 
America, and the cultivators must thereby 
have benefited in a marked degree. Opium 
has also attained a price quite unexpected, 
notwithstanding the constant increase in the 
production by China. “I presume that the 
well-to-do Chinese greatly prefer the flavour 
of the foreign product, and are therefore 
willing to pay the enbanced cost. Indigo 
is still on the down grade, as it must: be 
sold at an unprofitable price to compete with 
the synthetic production of Germany. The 
great expansion of linseed exports from 
Argentina shows that India has to face 
a rivalry of no mean magnitude. Whether 
the world’s consumption will increase 
sufficiently to absorb the crops of both 
countries is a problem to be solved in the 
future. Jute, so far, has found no com- 
petitor, ond the increase in the production 
of the manufactured article is a very satis- 
factory feature in the trade. Lord Curzon 
as Viorroy, and Sir Edward Law as Finance 
Mister, have by their wise Budgets proved 
their fitness for the positions they occupy. 
‘Their plans for further railway communica- 
tion, based upon expanding revenues, should 
create in due course new avenues of trade, 
and a great desideratum, viz. : lessened cont 
of transit to and from the seaboard. ‘Th 
desire to establish agricultural co-operative 
societies has, wisely, so far only resulted 
in minor tentative measures, seeing that 
the cultivaters are suspicious, and fear 
inister designs when inquiry is made into 
their ways and means. In Egypt an agricul- 
tural bank has been successfully established, 
based upon a Government guarantee of 3 
per cent minimum interest. Of course, 
India is too vast to allow of such a scheme 
for the whole country, but it is open to 
question whether the aitempt might nob be 
experimentally made in one — province. 
Burma hos again prospered; the crops of 
rice are always increasing, and the quantity 
of rupees poured into that csuntry year by 
year never to reappear is phenomenal. The 
Straits Gove-nment are busily engaged in 
verfecting their new currency scheme. Un- 
fortunately, their difficulties have been 
greatly aggravated by tho delayed probibi- 
tion of furtier importation of dollars. 
During the transition period it behoves 
bankers to work with much cireumspection, 
but I trust that ere long our branches in 
the Straits will be able to resume their 
former position with freedom and profit. 
Java. has still to-contend with low values of 
sagar. Contraction in the cost of produc- 

‘on thas hitherto prevented curtailment, but 
thers is a limit to economy. and the future 
is unpromising unless the position is 
ametiorsted by the abolition of bounties in 
Europe. Our business in the Philippines has 
Been of Inte restricted and unprofitable. 
‘Trade in those islnds shows few signs of 
renewed activity. The Americans since 
their advent have very unwisely prevented 
‘the ingress of Chinese, and hove thus made 
a return to prosperity difficult and tedions. 
China during the year under review has. 
produced no surpr’ses; the volume of ex- 
ternal trode ond the revenus derivable from 
the foreign customs show little variagon 
from the figures of 1902. With peace there 
will be industral prozress, but anv rush 
to exploit the country is greatly to be de- 
































| preeated. The Chinese are .very conser- 


vative, and i is difficalt.to eradicate their 
preconeeived notions. Japan up to the out- 
break of hostilities was happily placed. The 
elfocts of the over-speculatious which fol- 
lowed the war with China had disappeared, 
Capital was abundant and trade thriving, 
Now, bearing in mind the waste of money 
produced by the present conflict with Russia, 
it is impossible to forecast ths future econo- 
inic condition of the country. Gentlemen, 
I bag to move that the report now presented, 
together with the balance-sheet and the’ pro- 
fit and loss account, be approved and adopted, 

Mr. Emile Levita seconded the resolution. 

Mr. Jolin Squibb: I believe I am voicing 
the opinion of almost the whole body of 
shareholders when I swy wa most heartily 
congratulate you on the very excellent re- 
port you have placed before us, and in the 
results leading to which you have been so 
ably seconded by your staff. I am sure 
you well dessrve the unanimous thanks of 
‘the meeting. Now I am coming to a griev- 
ance, and that is with reference to the 
dividend. I have been a shareholder for 
nearly filty years, and I believe thoroughly 
in good, solid reserves, but there is a limit 
even to that. We have gone on for some 
time I will not say patiently—but still 
we have gone on for some time with the 
10 per cent dividend, and T am glad to hear 
you say you have increased the reserve fund 
to the amount of the paid-up capital, but 
I see thit you carry forward no less a sum 
than £16,000 more, which would admit of 
further 2 per cent dividend to the share- 
holders. (Hear, hear.) With regard to the 
price of the shares, you may say yow have 
nothing to do with that, but this is where 
it comes in, In the case of a death the 
shures have to be sold, and, unfortunately, 
buyers only look to the dividends; they do 
not go into the thing as exhaustively ax 
they might, so it is rather hard in these 
cases to have to ‘sell at the present price, 
which is far below what I consider their 
Proper value. I hope that before another 
year is closed, or when the interim dividend 
is under cons'deration, you will remember 
the Iong-suffering—no, I will not say long. 
suffring—(laughter)—but the patient for- 
dearance of the shareholders, and see if you 
can give them a little more in the way of 
dividend. 

Mr. Victor Murray: We have a very ex- 
cellent report, before us, which must be 
very satisfactory to alt the shareholders pre- 
sent hee. Now that tho reserve fund has 
reached the amount of £800,000, no doubt, 
the remarks that were made by the share- 
holder wko has just spoken will recsive the 
Board's attention. ‘There isone item I should 
like to mention. I noticed last year in tho 
accounts there was a sum of £15,000 as a 
bonus to the staff. We must all be aware 

staff, and to the staff only, 
elders must look for that 
increased dividend which the shareholder 
mentioned just now. Working in foreign 
countries os Thave done in the last twenty- 
four years, I can sympathise with the work 
which the managers of the Chartered Bank 
have to contend with, andIam strongly of 
op'nion that the sharcho'ders should forego 
a little in order to- allow the staff to have 
the usual bomus. 

The Chairman: Before putting the reso- 
lation I may say that I anticipated -some- 
thing of what bas fallen from the first 
speaker, ond I will read what is my opinfon 
of the matter—an opinion which is one that 
commends itself to my  fellow-directors. 
“Many months must elapse before the pro- 
fits for 1904 are ascertainable. When that 
time arrives the directors will duly keep in 
mind the reasonable expectatinos of the 
shareho'ders, but-I must tell you frankly 
that the Board's policy will be directed to 
a moderate annual ‘addition to the reserve 
fand. until atleast another £400,000 is 
reached. A bank such as ours, with rami. 
fications in distant Colonies ‘and foreign 
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lands, must carefally svfeguard its credit ; 
Desides, the reserve is really an addition to 
the capital without any call upon the share- 
holders for money. It is always fructifying, 
and therefore proportionately imcreases the 
yearly profits.” I may add to that that 
J am quite cenfain the directors will in the 
fuure carefully keep in mind the remarks 
of the first speaker. As regards the ques- 
tion of the bonus, the hon. shareholder who 
has just spoken has, perhaps, rather for- 
gotten my pointed reference to the increase 
Sn the cost of management of £22,000. I 
may say, as regards that total, that £15,000 
‘of that i represented by an increase in the 
salaries of the staff this last year, and that 
Deing tlie case the directors, having very 
carefully considered all the pros. and cons., 
‘must on this oceasion prefer to add to the 
cany-forward as mentioned in the balance- 
sheet. Tavill now put to the meeting the 
resolution that, the report now presented, 
together with the balance-shest and profit 
and loss account, be approved and adopted. 

‘A Shareholder: May I ask about the 
securities, if there has been any depreciation 
written off? Neirly every bank has had ty 
waite off for depreciation from 
their seourities: 

‘The Chairman: You probably did not hear 
my speech. I mentioned that £30,000 had 
deen written off. 

‘The sesohition was then put and was 
‘carried unanimously. 

‘The Chairman: I have now to move: 
“Phat a dividend at the rate of 10 per cent 
per annum, free of income tax, for the balf- 
year ended December 31st last, be now de- 
‘Slared, poyable cn and after the 27th 
instant.” 

Mr, W. Christian seconded the resolution, 
and it was carried unanimously. 

‘The Chairman: Before I move the next 
two resolutions I would just like to say’ that 
I think shareholders should be very pleased 
to know that the bank has obtained the 
services. of the two gentlemen who will 
be proposed in due course. ‘They’ are both 
personally well qualified by their intelliganc® 
and knowledge of Eastern trade, and they 
‘are both partners in two of the principal 
firms in India, I beg to move that the ap- 
pointment of Sir Montogu Comish Turner 
as a director be conlrmed. ae 

Sir Henry S. Cunningham, K.C.LE., 
seconded, he resolution, and it was carried 
unanimously. 

‘Tho Chairman next moved that the election 
of Mr. Lowis Alexander Wallace, Junr., 
‘8 a direotor, should be confirmed. 

Sir Henry S. Cunninghom seconded this 
resolution, and it was carried unanimously. 

‘The Chairman moved that Sir Alfred Dent, 
K.C.M.G., should be re-elected as a director. 

‘Mr. E.’ Levita seconded the resolution, 
and it was carried unanimously. 

‘On the motion of the chairman, seconded 
by Mr. W. Obristian, Mr. Jasper Young 
was re-elected as a director. 

‘The Chairman: I have now to call upon 
‘the shareholders to elect the auditors. 

‘Major-General R. C. B. Pemberton moved 
the reappointment of Mr. Maurice Nelson 
Girdlestone und Mr. Magnus Mowat as 
auditors. 

Mr. Benjamin Smyth sooonded the re 
solution, and it was carried unanimously. 

“Major-General Pemberton next moved that, 
the best thanks of the shareholders be given 
to the directors and staif for their successful 
management of the bank.

Cricket. 
+ S.C. 0. v, Tas Navy. 


When the last Shanghai wicket fell 
early on Saturday afternoon and the tele- 
graph board registered only the modest 
‘score of 114, appearances were that tho 
Navy would obtain a fairly easy victory. 
Our visitors from Woosung were known 
to number in their ranks many keen and 
excellent cricketers, their work in the 
field had been excellent, their bowling 
had proved formidable. It was a dis- 
appointment to the spectators, who mus- 
tered in large force during the after- 
noon, that the batting of the naval 
men should collapse as it did. With the 
disappointment there mingled naturally 
a certain amount of satisfaction at 
Shanghai's easy victory. 

In anticipation of a tougher struggle 
wickets had been pitched at oleven o'clock, 
when Commander Bentinck, having lost, 
the toss, led his men into the field. 
McEuen and Sheldon opened the Club's 
innings to the kowling of Harris and 
Williams. McEuen lashed out with a 
couple of fours and a two, but was thon 
caught off Harris, and Williams having dis- 
posed of Sheldon, two wickets were down 
for 26, After his third over Williams was 
displaced by Horsey, who, however, 
proved unsuccessful, the wickets all 
falling to Harris at the other ond. Dew, 
Anton, and Lemarchand helped the score 
by steady cricket, but with five wickets 
down for 54 the outlook was not pro- 
mising, and with Pottor and Boswick got 
rid of cheaply, seven good wickets were 
gono for 73. 'Aftor the tiffin adjourn- 
ment the wicket appeared to play more 
easily. Moule, who had modestly re- 
served himself till late in the innings 
was now joined at the wickets by Parkes 
and the position was somewhat improved. 
Parkes left at 89 with a useful nino 
credit, and although wicket 
keeper Woippert did not stay long, 
Lambe, the last man in, proved a stickei 
Keeping up his end, he let Moule do m 
of the scoring and the Shanghai captain 
made the most of his opportunity. 
When at length Lambe was caught by 
Swan off Bisset the total had been raisod 
to 114 and Moule had made 82, including 
five fours. There were no extras. Harris 
had bowled unchanged throughout the 
innings and his six wickets cost rather 
more than nine runs each.  Bissct’s threo 
wickets were obtained at the end of the 
innings at a rather cheaper average. 

Horsey and Swan went out to opposo 
Dew and McKuen, the former bowling 
from the Pavilion end. Horsey did 
the hitting, but was rather badly missed 
by Lemarchand off McEuen in the deep 
field when he had made four‘only. Tho 
let-off was not expensive, as at cight tho 
batsman gave a hard return to Dew, 
which the bowler held high up with his 
left hand. Irwin joined Swan, only im- 
mediately to lose his partner, who had 
never been easy aud retired without 
scoring. Escombe arrived, made half-a- 
dozen and was then smartly taken 
behind the wicket, and with Irwin clean 
bowled by McEuen the first four wickets 
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were down for 25. With Commanders 
‘Watson and Bentinck together something 
of a stand was made. ‘The former is a 
hard hitter, and he gave McEuen one 
lively over. ‘The first ball was smacked 
to mid-on for four (run out); the next 
brought two from the same direction. 
‘Then a loose ball, so wide as to be almost 
out of reach, was prettily cut for another 
quartette.» Making a weak stroke at the 
next ball the batsman put up a palpable 
chanco which was not accepted, but in 
the last delivery of the over, McEuen 
had the satisfaction of seeing the Com- 
mander caught by Lambe from a skyer. 
The batsman had made 20, and at h 
departure the score stood at 46 for six 
wickets. ‘The tail of the eleven did badly 
and added another eight runs only. 
Beswick sent down threo remarkablo 
overs, iti the course of which he took 
three wickets for one run only. McEuen’s 
threo wickets cost six each. Before 
four o'clock the match had ended in a 
vietory for Shanghai by 60 runs. Owing 
to threatening rain there was no altempt 
at any second innings. 

As already mentioned the attendance 
of onlookers was large and the new 
pavilion was crowded with iembers of 
the Club and navy men. ‘There were not 
so many ladies’ as might have been 
expected. Vice-Admiral Sir Gerard Noel, 
Rear-Admiral Curzon-Howe, and Sir 
Pelham Warron were presont during the

sure to Shanghai men andthe natch, if it 
takes place, will arouse, we may be’ sure 
the keenest interest ‘in both places, 
Commenting on the challenge, the “P, & 
T. Times” says :— 

“Nothing is better calculated to raise 
the standard of sport in any place than a 
test of strength with some neighbouring 
ports, and it is precisely this which keeps 
play at such high level in the old country. 
Shanghai with its larger resources is 
Aoubiless capable of putting the stronger 
team in tho field, but we have every con- 
fidenco that if the Shanghai Club sends 
an eleven North they will meet men 
worthy of their metal, and we look for- 
ward to au interport match becoming one 
of our most interesting annual events, 
With this match in view, Tientsin players 
cannot fail to be stimulated to achieve 
something worth recording this season, 
and we shall hope to see a more 
genoral uso of the nets. It may be possi- 
dle, when tho Shanghai team comes 
North, toarrange a ‘Tennis Tournament at 
the same time, and interport trophies for 
both sports might perhaps be arranged.”

Tho weather was again at its worst 
on Monday and made cricket impossible, 
but the football enthusiasts turned out 
and a very interesting game resulted 
from what were thought almost impossible 
conditions, 

‘The Navy turned up in full force, but 
the same cannot be said of our local men. 
There were only eleven. present to 
represont Shanghai and the match was 
played between fourteen Navy men and a 
toam representing Shanghai consisting of 
cleven locals and one borrowed man from 








tho opposing teat 

‘Tho ground was a porfect quagmire 
and the opinion of players and spectators 
was that a good exhibition of football 
was out of the question. Nevertheless, 
our Naval visitors gave an exhibition of 
the modern game as it should be played, 
and is played now-a-days at home, that 
was a revelation to many Shanghai- 
landers, 

There was a slight cross wind blowi 
at the kick-off, which gradually increas 
as the game proceeded, but had little 
effect upon the play. Shanghai's kick-off 
was well returned and play settled near 
halfway line. From a series of serums 
1e Navy halves started a beautiful pass- 
ing movement and took the ball right 
away to the Shanghai goal line, one man 
passing the line and claiming a try, but 
unfortiinately for his side the ball was 
called back for a knock-on and a scram 
was the result, Ona dry day this would 
have been a notable exposition of the 
passing game and excellent combination, 
but under the circumstances it was superb, 
Desultory play in mid-field followed and 
then W. Lancaster broke away with a 
pretty dodgy run, but on reaching the 
enemy's 25 line was grounded, having not 
a single man following up to whom he 
could give a pass. ‘Tho Navy line was 
then attacked but relief came quickly 
and the sailors initiated several clever 
passing combinations which were only 
ofeated on account of the slippery state 
of the ball and ground. At this stage 
fa free kick was given to the Navy for 
offside, but was not of much benelit, as 
in reply the Shanghai forwards rnshed 
the bali to their opponents’ 25, only to be 
repelled, however, to the half-way line. 
‘Then Donnelly broke away cleverly, but 
the Naval full-back saved in splendid 
style and gained considerable ground for 
his side by a well-judged kick into touch. 
It is worthy of mention that the Navy 
made far moro use of their kicking by 
finding touch than did the locals. ‘The 
next item of interest was a good run by 
King (Navy) and from the scrum result- 
ing from the tackle, the Naval forwards 
broke away and Thomas, the home custo- 
dian was foreed to touch-down. Shortly 
after the kick out, Graham, for the home- 
sters, dribbled down almost to the Navy 
goal, but had no support, and the Navy 
forwards took the ball from his feet, 
broke through the opposition forwards 
and backs, aud ‘Thomas mulling, Boxer 
was enabled to plant the ball right behind 
the posts. ‘The goal-kick was an utter 
failure. 

After the restart play settled down for 
some time in mid-field, but presently 
the Navy accomplished another very 
protty passing combination and the ball 























was carried over the line, only to be 
called back, however, for a pass forward. 
A scrum was formed about 20 yards from 
the line, from which the ball was conveyed 
to Crozier, who eluded his opponents in 
excellent style and once more planted 
the ball behind the post. King’s attempt 
at goal was again a failure. Shortly after 
the restart the whistle sounded for half- 
time. 

‘The second half was for some time 
quite uninteresting. ‘The whole of the 
play was for the greater part confined to 
Shanghai territory, the Navy commencing 
several well-organised passing movements 
which came to naught on account of in- 
ability to hold the ball. After Shanghai 
had conceded no less than four touch- 
downs, Le Page scored uear the corner 
after a pretty run, but the try was not 
converted. Shortly afterwards Hudson, 
the Shanghai half, was injured in pluckily 
stopping a rush by falling on the ball. It 
was at first thought that his collar bone 
was broken, but on examination at the 
Recreation Club Pavilion by two Naval 
doctors, it was found that the shoulder 
‘bone was dislocated only. This was 
quickly put back, but Mr. Hudson will no 
doubt be considerably inconvenienced for 
some days. 

The next item of interest in the game 
was aclever dribble by the Naval for- 
wards which resulted in Reeves scoring a 
try, which Crozier had no difficulty in 
converting. Shortly after the restart 
Crozier made an excellent attempt to 
drop a goal, the ball just going outside 
the posts. Just before the close of the 
game Shanghai made a splendid spurt 
and looked like scoring, but the Naval 
defence was too clever and the ball had 
been returned to mid-field when the 
whistle went for time. The Navy thus 
won by 1 goal and 4 tries (14 points) to 
nil. 

Tho winners all played an excellent 
game. The forwards controlled the ball 
well, heeled out, and the halves made 
a splondid connection between forwards 
and three-quarters. The latter gave an 
bition that would have been a creilit 
to them even on a dry day. The full- 
back’s position was almost a sinecure, 
but he never made a mistake when called 
upon. 

‘The losers were a beaten team through- 
out, as was natural considering their 
inferiority in numbers, but with a full 
team the verdict would probably have 
Veen the same. Of the forwards Flavell 
(of the Navy) played a splendid game 
and was well supported by MacMurtrie 
and Rudolph. Both halves showed up 
well, and Graham was the best of the 
three-quarters, Lancaster having second 
call.

IN CAMP. . 


‘The weather has certaiuly uot treated 
the §.V.C. Infantry well on the occasion 
of their Whitsuntide camp. Saturday 
was o beautiful day, and the Infantry 
mustered in small numbers in the Munici- 
pal Compound previous to marching down 
to their camp at the new Rifle Range. 
The German Company were there in 
strong force, but the “A”, “B”, Cus- 
toms, Mounted Infantry, and Signallers 
were not well represented.

Fleming, Hudson 
and Pileher (““A” Co.), Innocent (Customs 
o,), Ridder’ (German Co.), and Surgeon 
Lieut. Hanwell ; with Colour-sergeant 
Studd. Major Watson (Commandant) and 
Major Wedemeyer (Staff Utticer) visitod 
the camp on Sunday for Church Parade 
and inspection.

‘At Church Parade on Sunday morning 
these numbers were considerably in- 
creased, “A” Company being reprosent- 
ed by 28 officers and men, “ B” Company 
11, Customs Company 13, German 
Company 19, Mounted Infantry 7, 
Signallers 5, Japanese 2, Maxim Company 
J officer, Bugler 1, and Staff 7, making a 
total of 94. 

The Town Band was present at the 
service in full force and furnished 
the music for the hymns. _As previously 
stated, the Rev. A.J. Walker, B.A., 
delivered an excellent address, which 
was heartily appreciated by those of all 
denominatio: 

During Sunday and Monday strict 
camp routine was enforced and adhered 
to, Reveillé sounded at 5.30 am., and 
during both days there were musketry 
parades, class firing, company drill, route 
marching, guard mounting, and fatigue 
duty. The tattoo was sounded at 9.30 
p-m., the last post at 10 p.m., and lights 
out at 10.15 p.m, In the class firing 
some of the recruits made excellent 
practice. 

On Monday night an enjoyable 
smoking concert was held, Capt. Collyer 
presiding, and Colour-sergeant Pearson 
‘acting as Vice-chairman. Corporal 
Woodward opened the ball with a 
pianoforte solo, and songs were rendered 
by Colour-sorgeant Pearson, Private 
Whittick, and ot The German Com- 
pany contributed some glees which were 
much enjoyed, and proceedings were 
further enlivened by selections on the 
gramophone.

IMPERIAL DECREE! 


(BY TELNGRAPH FROM PEKING.) 
(SPECIALLY TKANSEATED FoR TUE NORTH 
CHIN « Datny NeWs.”) 


18th May. 

‘Yeh Chu-kuei is appointed Admiral of 
the Kuangtung Provincial Navy, vice Ho 
Ch'ang-taing removed. ‘The post of Major- 
General of the Wénchow’ circuit of Uhé- 
Kiang province, vacated by the said Admiral 
Yeh, is hereby given to Jén Yung-ts‘ing. 

‘Note :—Admiral Yeh is a graduate of the 
Foochow Naval Academy at Pagods An- 
chorage and in the early seventies rtudied 
there under Admiral Sir Richard (then Gap- 
tain) Tracey, R.N. After graduation Yeh 
Chu-kuei went to Greenwich and. sub- 
sequently served a short timo in the British 
‘Mediterranean fleat as an honorary sub-lieu- 
tenant to complete his practical ‘education, 
About four years and half ago Admiral Yeb 
was put in command of the new Peiyang 
Squadron, from which he was transferred in 
1902 to be Major-General of the Wénchow 
cireuit.—Translator, 

















21st May. 

(1) Féng Ch'uan (Manchu), expectant 
Taotai of Szechuan, is given the rank of a 
brevet Deputy Military Governor and ap- 
pointed Assistant.

He is permitted to uso the transport 
forded by the Imperial mounted courier 
posts to reach his destination, 

2) Kuei Lin, Assistant Imperial Resident 
in Tibet, prays to be permitted to resign 
is post on account of ophthalmia, His 
prayer is hereby granted, 

@) Li Hsing, prefect of Tungch‘ang, Sban- 
tung province; Chén Chén-ying, prefect of 
Fuchow, Kiangsi province, and Lin Chia- 
14, prefect of Tihua, Chinese Turkestan, are 
all commanded to ‘resign their posts’ and 
come up to Peking for special audience. 


22nd May. 

(1) Wang Nai-chéng is appointed prefect 
of Fuchoufu, Kiangal provine. 

Note :—Wang Nai-chéng has been lately 
freely denouncing a number of high Minis- 
ters of State in his capacity of a Censor, and 
this is one of the methods of the Matro- 
Politan officials in putting away an ob- 
noxious Censor or Hanlin who has been 
making himself disagreeable to them.— 
‘Translator. 

(2) Although there have been copious 
rains this spring, the price of grain still 
keeps its abnormally high mark, while the 
various kinds of marketable goods continue 
to demand high prices. An investigation 
reveals to us the fact that this has been’ due 
to the war ‘now in progress in the’ eastern 
portion of our domains which, coupled with 
the numerous rumours flying about, has 
compelled ‘merchants to hesitate in embark- 
‘ing in business thereby causing a block in 
the free transportation of goods and cargoes. 
This is a matter affeoting greatly’ the wel- 
fare of trade and of our subjects. Be it 
known therefore that the Imperial Govern- 
ment is at peace with all nations and. our 
relations with them are both friendly and 
cordial. When the war between Japan and 
Russia began we at once. declared 








our neutrality in the contest and wo 
have continued strictly “neutral ever 
since. In consequence of this there is 
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fect peace and contentment within and 
Without the’ city walls of Peking. Wo 
he.eby command our Tartar Generals, Vice- 
roys, und Covernors of the various pro- 
yinecs to reiterate in their proclamations to 
the people the strict neutrality of China 
which enables merchants and handicrafts- 
men to work peacefully at their avocations 
without Jet or bindranee, and to call upon 
the people to go on with their trades and 
businesses and not to believe in rumours 
whieh would only hurt them, 

rd May. 


Decree cushiering some and banishing 
others to work as convicts on the military 
postroads among seven military officers of 
Major and Captain rank, belonging to 
Kuangtung province, deuounced by Viceroy 
‘Tsén Chun-bsiien, of the ‘Two Kuang pro- 
vinees, on the charge offreckless killing and 
wounding a number of innocent villagers 
falsely accused by the denounced officers as 


rebels. 
2ath May. 


(1) Mu Shan-chih is appointed Major- 
General of the Peibai (Pakhoi) circuit of 
‘Kuangtung province. 

(2) Wo have received the following com- 
uuinds from her Imperial Mujesty the ‘m- 
press Dowager:—The other day the Wai- 
Wvupu memorislised us to the effect that the 
headquarters of the Chinese Red Cross 
Society had asked the Imperial permission 
(to join the International Red Cross 
Soviely), in which exse it was necessary that 
an Imperial decree should be sent to the 
Chinese Minister in London, Chang Téh-yi, 
to sign cortain documents thereanent. ‘The 
permission has now been given authorising 
the seid Minister in London to sign same 
(on behalf of China). As the aim of the 
Red Cross Society is to succour and heal the 
wounded on the field of battle and also to 
Lielp our people suffering from the effects 
of the present hostilities, such a project is 
Gndeed charitable one and as a number of 
Chinese officials and gentry have subsonbed 
and collected funds for the prosecution of 
these deeds of charity, it has greatly 
touched our hearts also and we therefore 
comand that the sum of Tis. 100,000 be 
fortinvith taken from tho Privy Purse and 
given t the said Red Cross Society, with 
Our earnest hope that those who have given 
their time and strength towards the good 
work will work zealously and energetically. 
~ (3) Decree granting permission to the suc- 
cessful Bannermen in the provinoss, who 
have obtained their literary degree of Chii- 
jen (Master of Arts) as Translators from 
Manchu to Chinese and vice versi, at the 
recent competitions, to compete next spring 
for the degree of Chinshih (Doctor). 

(@) With reference to a recent memorial 
by some Censors denouncing the district 
magistrate of Tientsin, Chong Tao, for 
pocketing for his own use funds subscribed 
for charitable purposes we sent Bsti Hui 
Ii, Prasident of the Board of War, to i 
vestigate this and similar charges made by 
the same Censors against the sub-prefect of 
Chiinbua, Chili province, Chén Yi-pei by 
name, The said Hsii Hui-li his now re- 
turned to Peking and reported that there is 
not the least proof thit the said district 
magistrate of ‘TNentsin was. ever guilty of 
the charges made against him, in con- 
sequence of which the said Chang Tao 
need not be proceeded against. We would 
however command Yuan Shih-Kai, Viceroy 
of Chili, to Keep an eye on the future con- 
duct of the said magistrate. As to the sub- 
prefect of Chiinhus, Chén Yi-pei, it has 
transpired that, upon being called upon to 
hand over the monies subscribed for charit- 
able purposes, confided to his care, the ac- 
cused officor could not do so promptly. He 
is therefore hereby removed from his post, 
and the said Viceroy, Yuan Shib-K'ai, is 
commanded to use measures to compel the 
restitution by the accused sub-prefect of the 




















sums placed in his hands. If he should fail to 
do so within a certain period to be decided 
upon by the said Viceroy, the latter is com- 
manded to denounce the delinquent to the 
‘Throne according to law. 

(6) Commanding that the gaolwarden of 
Pe'chihsion, Kueichou province, be cas- 
hiered and arrested and put to trial before 
Li Ching-hsi, Governor of Kueichou, to see 
whether he had been bribed to allow a 
number of important criminals to escape 
from the gaol under his superintendence. 
‘The district magistrate of Péchihsien can 
not be excused either in the matter and he 
is therefore also cashiered. Should be fail 
to recapture the escaped prisoners within 
‘the period prescribed by law, the said Go- 
‘vernor is cominanded to denounce the ex- 
magistrate to the Throne for punishment. 

(6) Decreo reducing the period of banish- 
ment of a number of cashiered officials ow- 
ing to the coming celebration of the Em- 
press Dowager’s seventicth birthday an- 
niversary this yeor. Amongst the lucky ex- 
officials is Li Tien, ex-Captain of the Chi- 
nese cruiser Kaichi, which it will be re- 
membered was accidentally blown up while 
at anchor in the Yangtze, about two years 
ago. Ex-Captain Li Tien’s sentence of 
banishment to Kashgaria is reduced by two 
years. 





NOTES ON NATIVE 
AFFAIRS. 


21st May. 
A Parliament 


consisting of all the Viceroys and Governors 
of provinces, to mest once a year to discuss 
matters relating to their various jurisdic- 
tions, with the object of obtaining unanimity 
of action throughout the Empire, has been 
recently recommended to the Throne in a 
joint memorial from Viceroy Yuan Shih-k'ai 
and Yung Ch'ing, a Manchu member of the 
Grand. Council and Co-Chancellor of the Pe- 
King University. It is further proposed 
that this assemb'y of high provincial 
authorities shall be presided over by a 
Prince, vssisted by two Imperial Commis- 
sioners, electtd by the Throne for the oc- 
casion. It has not yet transpired how the 
recommendation has been received by the 
Throne, 


Chang Yen-mao and the Kaiping 
Mines. 

‘A report comes from Tientsin to the effect 
that Chang Yen-mao and his difficulties re- 
garding the Kaiping mines, which nearly 
cost him his rank and titles and personal 
property through the denunciations of 
Vicoroy Yuan Shih-k‘ai, have been adjusted. 
It is further stated that in this connection 
a wealthy Tientsin banker named Yao came 
to the rescue of Chang Yen-mao. 


‘Twenty Hunan Students 

en route for Japan arrived here yesterda: 

from Changsha, the capital of Hunan pro. 
vince, bound for a three-year course of 
studies ond sent thither by Governor Chao 
Erhsén. After the completion of their 
studies these young men are to return to 
their native province to act as teachers in 
the various schools and colleges of Western 
learning now being started in all parte of 
Hunan. 

The New Arsenal at Pinghsiang 

in Kiangsi_ province, according to Viceroy 
Chang Chih-tung’s plan, is to be much 
larger than the Kiangnan Arsenal here and 
extre machinery is to be purchased for this 
purpose from abroad for the new Arsenal. 
In other words, the scheme is to make the 
Pinghsiang Arsenal capable in the near 
future of turning out twenty q.-f. Held gans 
a month, and an output of something like 
200 rifles and 100,000 cartridges a day. 















23rd May. 
“Sinews of War.” 

H. E. Shéng Kung-pao, accompanied 
‘Tactai Chu Pao-fay, Go-Dizector of the He, 
Ning Railway (Shanghai-Nanking Reilway) 
arrived at Nanking on Thursday moming, 
the 19th inst., his object being, i 
is said, to consult with Viceroy Wei 
Kuang-tao with reference to the completion 
of a fore'gn loan of 82,000,000 made by the 
Railway Company for the immediate 
construction of the first section of the 
line, that is to say, from Shanghai to Soo- 
chow. In connection with this i may be 
noted that the further surveying of the lino 
from Soochow to Ohinkiang has not been 
proceeded with for the nonce. 


“The Unruly Tibetans.” 

‘The above was the declaration of H. E. 
Yu Tai, the Chinose Imperial Resident at 
Lhassa, in a recent special memorial to the 
Throne appealing for miliary aid from the 
Government. It appears that Yu Tai 
complains that he has beon unable to keep 
order amongst the Lamas and Tibetan 
soldiery, and declares that in spite of his 
threats ‘of the wrath of the Great Chi- 
nese Emperor if they persisted in dis- 
obeying orders and attacked the British 
mission these “uncouth and unruly”

A Northern paper states that the Waiwu- 
pu recently sent a telegram to H. E. Yu 
Tai, the Chinese Imperial Resident as 
Lhassa, informing him that the Waiwupu 
had already arranged with the British Minis- 
ter in Peking concerning the delimita- 
tion of the boundaries of the two coun- 
tries in Tibet and therefore urging the’ 
perial Resident to use his best efforts in 
keeping the Lamas and Tybetam soldiers in 
order and to prevent them from breaking 
‘the peace against the British mission, which 
would endanger further friendly negotia- 
tions.

Viceroy Chang Chih-tung, 

according to a Nanking letter, has been in 
that city for the past three weeks or so 
engaged in making secret investigations 
into a number of charges made by » couple 
of Peking Censors against Viceroy Wei 
Kuang-tao, the Kiangning Provincial 
‘Treasurer Huang Chien-kuan, and a number 
of Viceroy Wei Kuang-t'ao’s favourite Tao- 
tais. On acoount of tho nature of his 
errand Viceroy Chang refuses to receive any 
visitors and accepts no invitations to din- 
ner, contenting himself, after a hard 
doy's work examining ’ official reports, 
ledgers and cash books, only with visiting 
antiquated temples and old book stalls and 
eagerly perusing ancient archives and old 
wood-cub editions as a recreation. 


‘The Settlement of the Ninghai 
Riots. 

A Hanchow dispatch states that the 
Chékiang provincial Government havo set- 
ted with the R.C. Bishop the indemnity to 
do paid for the destruction last year of R.C. 
property in Ninghai and Fénghu, and the 
indemnity to the family of the Chinese 
R.O. priest Chu, who was murdered by the 
partisins of Wang Hsi-tung, one of the 
head mén of Ninghai. Tho sum at first 
demanded ‘rom the Chinese was ‘Tis. 
300,000, but the amount finally agreed upon 
after so many months of hard talking on 
doth sides was Tis. 110,000 which settles 
the matter. 





25th May. 
Proposed Imperial Bank of China. 
‘As may perhaps be remembered by 
readers of these “Notes” the proposal to 
establish a do facto Government Bank in 
Peking with branches throughout the Em- 
pire has been eagerly taken up by the Em- 
press Dowager and her advisers, but un- 
fortunately owing to the present war in 
Manchuria the question of finance, under 
the circumstance, has somewhat delayed 
Progress. This it appears has by no means 
‘dampened the ardour of the projectors, for 
we now learn that the Presidents and Vice- 
Presidents of the Board of Revenue have 
reported to the Empress Dowager that 
their Board has laid aside a sum of uwo 
million taels to assist in starting the capital 
of the proposed institution, in consequence 
of which her Majesty has announced her 
intention to also contribute from out of her 
own private purse not less than half a mil- 
ion taels towards the same object. In fact 
it is not intended to ask the mercantile and 
other classes to subscribe for shares in the 
bank; and to gain general confidence in the 
proposed Imperial’ Government Bank of 
China it will not be started until at least 
five million or more taels in hard cash have 
been collected. ‘The example initiated by 
the Empress Dowager will be a gentle hint 
to the Princes, great nobles and high Minis- 
ters of the Court to go and do likewise, 
so that any difliculty in soon amassing five 
million taels as a starting capital of the new 
Bonk is not anticipated. Practical know- 
Jedge in finance and in the modern banking 
system is what is needed to make the new 
institution a suecess, and as there is no Chi- 
nese in the Capital ‘possessed of enough ac- 
quainiance in this all-important matter the 
Bourd of Revenue has sent down to Shang- 
hai a first-class secretary in that department 
named Chang Yiin-yen—who, by the way, 
} is reported, bas also been named as the 
futare Manager of the proposed Bank—to 
interview Chinese on the staffs of the For- 
eign

‘A Northern native paper states that the 
‘Tartar General of Féngtien, Tséng Chi, was 
reminded the other day by the Russian 
General commanding at Mukden that ho 
hhad been informed that the Chinese popula 
tion and members of the trained bands of 
Fénghuangchéng and towns in the vicinity 
of the Yalu have lately been giving all kinds 
of substantial assistance to the Japanese 
forces, even to the point of acting as spies 
and scouts for them. This the Russian 
officer reminds the Tartar Gener is a 
violation of Chinese neutrality and must bo 
stopped. The reply was that he (Tséug 
Chi) would issue a proclamation prohibiting 
Chinese from doing’ the things complained 
of.

The Tien Tsu Hui in Szechua 

‘A private letter received from Chéngta by 
2 Szechuan merchant doing business in 
Shanghai strongly praises the efforts of 
Mrs. Archibald Little in the cause of the 
Natural Feet Society, or Tien Tsu Hui, in 
that portion of the Ean dominions. 
‘The writer states that Mrs. Little since her 
return to Szechuan province has given over 
‘a dozen addresses before the ladies of Sze- 
chuan officials, gentry, and merchants, and 
with such admirable sucosss that over forty 
young ladies and girls have had the-bonds 
wrapped round their deformed feot loosen- 
ed, which in due time will, of course, re- 
sume their natural form. To crown

the fort, encountered a fog at sea to the 
north of Shantung Promontory at about 1.40 
a.m. to-day. ‘The Kasuga then collided with 
the Yoshino, stifking the latter toward the 
stern on the port side. ‘The Yoshino rapidly

The battleship Shikishima arrived here 
just now to report the disaster to the battle- 
ship Hatsuse. The whole flotilla of our 
torpedo destroyers and two flotillas of tor- 
pedo boats left here.for Port Arthur at 130 
P-m. to-day with the object of rescuing 
crow of the ill-fated battleship and also of 
engaging the enemy’s torpedo flotilla. - The 
fog has not yet cleared. 

‘Telegram No. 4, 
(Received on 16th May, 
at 4.37 p.m.) 

‘The point at which the Hateuse struck 
the enemy’s. mines was about 10 nautical 
miles to the south-east of Laotichshan. 
Consider'ng the fact that there was no fog 
there when the disaster occurred and that no 
hostile destroyers were seen in the neigh- 
bourhood, it is likely that the enemy ‘had 
laid submarine mines or utilised submarine 
boats. The Hatsuse was struck twice at an 
interval of about 30 minutes, and then im- 
mediately sank. Fortunately Rear-Admiral 
Nashiba, Captain Nakao and 300 others were 
rescued by the Shikishima, Yashima, 
Kasagi, and Tatsuta. When the Hatsuss 
was sinking, 16 Russian destroyers issued 
from the harbour of Port Arthur and pur- 
sued us. Just then, the Akashi, Chiyoda, 
Akitsushima, Oshima, Akagi, ‘Uji, and 
Takasago arrived on the scone, and repelled 
‘the enemy by co-operating with the said 
warships, and were able to effect the rescue 
of the survivors of the Hatsuse disaster. 
The above information has been gathered 
from the etherograms, which were very am- 
Diguous, owing to the mingling of messages, 
and from oral reports made by a second sab- 
Heutenant on board the Tatsuta, who arrived 
here this morning to report on’ the disaster, 
and by the commander of a torpedo-boat 
carried on board the Yashima, and other 
reports. ‘The fog has not yet cleared up in 
this vicinity. 

Telegram No. 5.

Yesterday morning the fog cleared and 
och squidron ‘entered the port.

‘him a-drink of water from his bottle. ‘The 
Russian looked up in the face of his bane 
factor and, with wistful eyes swimming in 
tears, produced from his bosom a, photo- 
graph of -his family, and unbelting his 
sword, asked him to accept these articles as 
@ souvenir. Sub-Lieut. Inouye accepted the 
photo but returned the sword, saying that 
the latter, being the soul of a warrior, 
should not be 80 easily parted with. So 
suying, he hastened forward. to attend to 
his duties, the Russian officer showering 
blessings on his merciful foe. 

In addition to the 28 guns taken at tho 
Yala, the Japanese made very great cap- 
tares of stores, ammunition, ete. The fol- 
lowing is a summary of the spoils enumerat- 
ed in General Kuroki’s report at Kiulien- 
chéng:—Twenty-one 3.inch quick-firing 
field guns; nineteen ammunition waggons ; 
and 1,417 shells. Eight other machine guns 
and ight ammunition waggons for tho 
same; and 37,300 shells. One hundred and 
twenty-one rifles and fifly ammunition wag- 
gons; 353,005 bullets. Sixty-three horses} 
ten commissariat waggons and 53 harness- 
‘ing appliances; 694 cloth overcoats; 650 
fur overcoats; 541 tents; 80 sundries. At 
Fénghuangchéng : 357 shells for 63} metre 
mountain guns; 188,000 rifle bullets; 160 
harness appliances; 1,720 _overcoata; 
40,708 loaves of black bread; 1,736 kokn 
of Indian corn; 5,000 Manchurian bean 
cakes; carpenters’ tools, telegraphic ap- 
paratus and sundry other articles, 

The Japanese casualties at Kiulienchéng 
have been officially returned at five officers 
and 218 rank-and-file killed, and 33 officers 
and 783 men wounded, making the total 
casualties 1,039. ‘They buried 1,363 Rus- 
sians killed, while 18 officers and 695 men 
were taken prisoners. 

‘The Peking correspondent of the “Jiji” 
has interviewed a Chineso officer who has 
just beon released after having been im- 
Prisoned since last May by the Russians for 
executing bandits in Russian pay. He states 
that since the recent defeat on the Yalu, 
the Russian troops have become extremely 
demorslised, 90 much so that those at Lino. 
yang often make themselves ill by taking 
medicine, in order to avoid service. In ad~ 
dition many others attempt to desert dis. 
guised as Lama priests or ag Chinese. Un. 
der the circumstances the officer believes it 
will be impossible for the Russians to en- 
gage the Japanese in a decisive battle at 
Lisoyang or Mukden.

‘The weather was all that could be 
osired on Tuesday afternoon, when the 
annual inspection of the Fire Brigade 
and the competition for tho Insnrance 
Companies’. shield took ‘The 
various Companies fell in on the French 
Bund in numerical order at 3.45. 
‘They were there inspected by Mr. 
F. Anderaon,- Chairman of the Muni- 
cipal Council. No representatives 
of the French Council were present. “A 
few minutes before 4 p.m. the Brigade, 
headed by the Mih-ho-loongs, started for 
the Race Course. ‘The journey was made 
without a mishap, and the trucks of the 
competing Companies went inside the 
Recreation Ground, while the ladders, 
engines and other gear wore loft opposite 
the Horse Bazaar. Arrived on the 
ground the foremen of the four com- 
peting Companies (the Torrents did not put 
in a team) drew for order of competing. 
‘Tho result of the drawing was that the 
Victorias started, followed by the Hong- 
kew’s, Mih-ho-loongs, and Deluges in the 
order named. The terms of the com- 
petition were the-same as those of last 
year, with the excoption that this time 
the ‘reel. could..be moved about. and

tidied as desired. Messrs. E. 0. 
Cumming, A. E. Algar, Ivor Thomas, and

Macgregor 
were the official timekeepers. 

The first item:was as follows :— 

Ata point about 20 yards from the 
hydrant the word “Go” will be given by 
the Foreman of competing team, when 
axle of the wheel passes the “ fixed 
point,” before: which time no part of the 
reel may be loosened or taken off, and 
nothing. taken from. the box. The 
hydrant must first be flushed, then three 
lengths of hose connected, laid out to- 
wards Loongfei Gate and’ water turned 


on. Time to be taken from the word 
“Go" by the Foreman till water comes 
out of nozzle. 

‘The Mih-ho-loongs did a record in this 
event, taking only 20 secs. The Deluge 
were close with 21, and the Victorias and 
Hongkews took 292 and 304 respectively. 
Both of the latter slightly overshot the 
hydrant. The mafoos having taken out 
the ponies the next item was proceeded 
with, namely :-— 

On the word “Go” from the Foreman 
—while water is turned on—water must 
be turned off, disconnect outer length, 
couple patent gooseneck to end of sec- 
tion, bring two lengths from reel and 
couple to gooseneck, also couple dis- 
couneeted length. Turn on water. (The. 
two lengths to be coupled to West branch 
of gooseneck.) Time to be taken from 
the Foreman’s word of command till 
water issues from the longest section. 

When water is turned off the men may 
drop their ndzzles if they like, but must’ 
have hold of them when water comes out 
of the nozzles again, 

‘Tho Deluges were far the best in this, 
taking only 233 secs. against Victorias! 
303 ; Mih-ho-loongs 323; and Hongkews 
34}.’ The Mib-ho-loongs were ready some 
seconds before water issued from the 
nozzle, 

‘The conditions of the third event 
wore :— 

Water must be turned off from the 
West section and the length attached to| 
the gooseneck removed and replaced by 
one from the reel; water then to be 
shed on. Removed length may be 
aightened out and placed to one sid 
‘Time again taken from the Foreman’s 
word of command till water comes out 
from nozzle. 

‘The Mih-ho-loongs were first with 
204 secs., then came the Deluges 21}; 
Hongkows 22 ; and Victorias 253. 

Next a double gooseneck had to be 















connected to the hydrant, the two outer 
lengths to form two streams to play, one 
towards the Loongfei Gate and the other 
towards the Swimming Bath. Time to| 
be taken when the water issues from both 
nozzles. 

In this the Deluge again led with 25 
against Hongkew's 274; Victoria's 90 and 

ih-ho-loongs’ 35. In the caso of the 
Deluge the gooseneck leaked considera 
bly and they were penalised for it. 

‘Tho last event was the reeling up :— 

When ‘Timekeepers are ready the 
Foreman will give the word “ Go,” when 
five, lengths must be reeled up’ and all 
parts replaced, the broken length rolled 
up and placed on the foot-board in front 
of the truck. ‘Time will be taken from 
word “Go” till the word * Right” 
is given by the Foreman, when the truck 
must be in perfect readiness to harness

Companies. The Deluge led with 55 and 
the other three Companies came close 
together with :—Hongkews 70; Mih-ho- 
loongs 71; and Victorias 71g: In this 
event also the Deluges were penalised for 
neglecting to tighten the drum.

a man—that it tends to make him a 
better citizen; our experience for over 
60 years has shown us, in the Council, in 
the Fire Brigade, in the Volunteors, as 
well as in many other public and somi- 
public institutions, that as one man 
retires, another steps forward to take his 
place, and offers to do his share of public 
work—his sole reward being that ho may 
perhapssome day have the pleasure of foel- 
ing that he has done that work well. Gen- 
tlemen, you aro doing your full share of 
work for the public and you are doing it 
well. Whon we think of the future of 
eur local Government, the problems 
which confront us do not become less 
complicated with tho rapid growth of 
this great community, but so long as we 
have in our midst men animated by the 
same public spirit which pervades the 
Fire Brigade, we may look forward to 
the solution of those problems with some 
measure of confidence. The expansion of 
Shanghai, together with the remarkable 
change which is taking place in the style 
and character of many of the buildings in 
our principal thoroughfares, may not im- 
probably sooner or later bring under con- 
sideration new questions affecting the or- 
ganisation of the Brigade. Wo all hope 
that if such questions arise, they will be 
dealt with in the spirit of ‘comradeship 
and good fellowship which has prevailed 
inthe past. © As far as the Council is con- 
cerned, our earnest desire'will always be 
to do everything in our power to further 
the best interests of the Brigade, and ‘to 
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cordial relations with

THE SHANGHAI 
PRESBYTERIAN 
SCHOOL. 


On Saturday afternoon a large gath 
ing met at the American Presbyte 
Mission outside the South Gate of the city 
to dedicate the new building of the 
Lowrie Memorial School for boys. ‘They 
assembled in the chapel at three o'clock. 
Among the guests, the Rev. H. W. Bevan 
represented the Medhurst School ; the 
Rev. 0. F. McRae, St. John’s College ; the 
Rev. J. W. Cline and Dr. A. P. Parker 
the Anglo-Chinese College; and Dr. 
Gilbort Reid, the International Institi 
‘Mr. John Goodnow was present as official 
representative of Americans. The treaty 
commissioner, Lit Hai-huan, and Taotais 
Yen, ‘Tseng, Chou, and Wu honoured the 
occasion by attending and remaining 
throngh the whole exercise. The students, 
dressed in foreign uniform, marched 
into the chapel, which was’ tastefully 
decorated, and the rest of the visitors, 























with the members of the Mission and the | Py 


pupils of the Girls’ School, soon filled the 
room. ‘The Rev. J. A. Silsby, principal of 
the school, opened the exercises by calling 
on the Roy. Tsang Pau-tshoo, pastor of the 
church at the Presbyterian Mission Press, 
to lead in prayer, After the singing 
of a hymn, the Principal made a few 
appropiate ‘remarks, stating that this 
school had its beginnings in 1860 
and was probably the first, or 
among the first, started in Shanghai. Tt 
had had a steady growth, and while un- 
able to be compared with some other 
schools in Shanghai, was doing its work 
in a quiet way and with a sense of ubli 
tion. ‘Tho Mission had always been 
hampered in its staff, so that no one 
could devote his full time to the work 
of the school. ‘They now had 60 board- 
ing pupils and 80 day pupils. 

After dodicatory prayer by the Rev. A. 
P. Parkor, D.D., the Rev. Thaung Tseh- 
tsoong, pastor of the South Gate church, 
made an addross, giving a history of the 
school from 1860 to the present, first under 
the care of the Rev. Dr. Farnham, and 
then of Dr. J. N.B. Smith and Mr. Silsby. 
He spoke of the good results of the school, 
its graduates and former pupils being 
found in the Telegraph and Customs Ser- 
vice, at the Arsenal, in the Presbyterian 
Press, and as head of the flourishing 
Commorcial Press. ‘The school was meant 
to do servive to the Church and the 
country. 

After another hymn, the Rev. Gilbert 
Reid, D.D., made another address in 
Chinese. Ho expressed his interest in 
the school as an American and as a 
Presbyterian, and out of friendship to 
the Principal. He also thought the 
name of the school in Ch inese was 
suggestive, ,, Chinghsin,” “ Pure-in- 
heart School,” where character was 
made the basis and aim of all ine 
struction. He mentioned that the 
Chinese formerly connected with the 
school had contributed over $800, and 
foreign help, mostly from the Ist 
Presbyterian Church in New York, had 
amounted to over $10,000, represented 
in the new building; while another 
$10,000 or more had been contributed in 
the past by the same Church or the home 














Society. He then mentioned the fact, 
that outside of two or three schools, 
all the. schools started in China by 
foreigners had been by some Church. 

Mr. Goodnow, in a few words of| 
congratulation, said that as an American 
Consul-General he looked on the 
school as helping on American ideas, 
and sound ideas were more important 
than trade as they lay at the basis of 
trade. 

His Excellency Lit Hai-huan recog- 
nised the great help that had come 
from foreigners in establishing such a 
school, to be of benefit to his country- 
men. 

The audience then 
grounds to witness the athletic drill, and 
were afterwards shown over the new 
building and furnished with refroshments, 
The school deserves congratulation for 
past work and future prospects.

I was next engaged by a Sootch gentleman 
planter, Mr. Hannah by name, a5 oversoer 
for his property on Viti Leva, Once again 
I started for the hig island, but this timo 
I had only. to go half-way round it and 
was soon at my destination. Tho 
plantation consisted of twelve acres of 
land, flourishing with the sea island 
cotton plant, one of the best if not

It was a bare-looking place at 
best with a few bogs of clean dried cotton, 
the leprous woman, a few cooking pots, 3 
fowl or two and some yams, but no furni- 
ture. Mr. Hannah gave me some powder 
and shot and the wherewithal to buy pigs or 
what else I might want, and left me to 
manage what he described as “the whole 
ete whole, afar,” Singhs 1, oo T mt 
down drearily, “Caught again, am I in 
miserable hole like this, in the midst of 
natives ot war, and these wretched diseased 
Soloman islanders, Tl look to the priming 
of my pistol, whether I am to use it or not.” 

T bold ther patives to go to their hub and 
that we would start work on the morrow. 
I wouldn't allow the men in the house for 
fear they should cause trouble, and although 
the woman remained to do my cooking and 
odd jobs, I kept at a distance from her. I 
sat absorbed in thought till I was aroused 
by guns firing and this drew my attention 
to the stupendous rocks of Corotik, (or Devil 
mountain) whenos the shots were coming. 
I saw that I should have to look ont for 
myself and make the best of things among 
theso wild. people. 

‘Neat day after setting the natives to hoe 
I took a walk towards the Devil country, 
for I had not the least fear or thought that 
they would attempt to shoot at a white 
man, and I rather liked this wild-looking 
country. As I walked I could distinotly see 
the “Devils” on the high rock, and had 
I been a Fifian no doubt they would soon 
have picked me off, It would be quite 
beyond my power to tell: the full history of 
this war. All I gleaned was that a high 
chief, by ame Rumbee Rumba paid a 
friendly visit to the Christian village in the 
valley below my house, and that at night, 
while the chief was sleeping, the Christian (7) 
natives murdered him, yn ensued 
the war which certainly lasted for three 
years, and I suppose went on till the time 
of the English annexation. 

Meantime I worked and tended the cotton 
and at times the Christian natives would 
bring me pigs, fowls, and yams in exchange 


for powder, shot and caps, so that it cost |. 


me a mere nothing to live, ‘The.cotton trees 
grew thickly and from‘ six to eight feet 
high, and my customers would come sneaking 
through them to barter. But there wae a 
clear space between the fence and my house, 
and the Kurotee natives used to watch:this 
and would fire when they saw their enemies 
crossing it, for-they knew. the Christians 
0b powder and shot from me. ‘This became 
eo dangerous that I had to stop them from 
coming past the fence. One day I was 
among the cotton trees with my labourers 
when all at once I was seared by a shot 
whizzing close to my ears. Y looked round 
but could seo nothing; I sang out but 
nobody replied. At, night-time when the 
moon was fall, I would hear the nafives 
rushing past the house towards the hills 
with boisterous shouts of rage. Sometimes 
the fring was s0 hot that T had to betake 
myself to Hannah's trench. My labourers 
were not trustworthy either, and ono day 
the bizgest one sneaked cunningly behind 
me with a club and J only turned round 
in the nick of time to avoid getting it on 
my head. After that. kept my loaded 
Pistol always on me. 

Tho cotton did well and we were soon 
busy picking. It shoots very rapidly and 
has fo be watched carefully and plucked 
before a fall of rain washes it away or spoils 
it, The natives carry a big bag tied in Front 











of them and by plucking with the thumb

the-Station. The Station-Master, who is a 
young Kling, actually saw his wife’ and 
children cut up and was quite defenceless, 
not having expected any attack, He was 
himself unarmed, and of course there were 
no police there to protect the Ohinese shop- 
Keepers and railway officials. ‘These fiends 
brought the poor Lttle girl out on to the 
Station platform, after killing the: mother, 
laid her down, and cut her literally in 
Pieces. ‘The Station-Master and the engine 
fireman. escaped by lying under the. Rail- 
Way Station, and were somewhat hidden by 
fwo goats tethered -there. The fireman, 
after the natives had-cleared away. from the 
Station (most probably through the for- 
tunate jon of some dynamite) got up 
steam and alone took:the engine in to Jes- 
felton, arriving after midnight. 

| It appears that after-the engine left, the 
natives returned and looted the Chinese 
Shops, gambling house, ote., and then burnt 
them down. (Naturally the occupants of 
these places had-already fled.) ‘The attack. 
ing party were armed with guns, as a 
Chinaman, who was taken down to Jessel- 
ton Hospital, had a bullet wound from a 
Martini, and Major Harington found a Mar- 
tint cartridge case. 

Major Hari had: been awakened by 
about 12.30 a.m., and quickly made all ar- 
rangements for guarding Jesselton. He left 
Josselton about 2 am., together with about 
50 Sikh and Dyak police, and arrived at 
Kawang about one hour: after the: desper- 
adoes: had cleared out. Mr. Houghton, Dis- 
trict Officer at Papar, seven miles further 
up the line, had just ‘arrived with his five 

i as Major Harington got there, 
It is stated that the Bajows, who occupy 
Kawang Kampong, knew about the ox- 
pected attack days before, in fact the 
raiders must have boon in their Kampong 
some two or three days before the attack. 

The District Officer at Tuarun, near 
Kinabalu, a Mr. Kough, an Irishman from 
Kilkenny, was hunting the party’ at the 
time with his Dyaks, and had them in soont 
up to & spot where there is a conflux of two 
otber rivers: to the one on which he had 
chased them, and there he lost trail of tiem, 
Mr. Francis, the District Officer at, Kota:

‘ington and the police: have ‘bean unable to 
catch any of them, 

A Dusun girl, who recently retumed from 
@ visit to Putatan’ (her home, five miles 
from Jesselton) was warned by her mother 
that Jesselton was'to'be attacked and’ that 
only the: Ourmng Puteh’ (white men) were 
‘to be gone for. This information was 
passed on to Major Harington who doubts 
tt but says that he wishes they would make 
an attenipt, as he is quite ready for them. 
A cordon of pickets is now guarding the 
hills behind Jesselton from sunset to sunrise 
in caso of eventualities, and the Europoans 
sleep in their bungalows with Martinis and 
‘ammunition beside them.—China Mail.”

staying in Tokio. 

‘The loyal toasts having been duly 
honoured, St W. G. Nicholson said: Sir 
Claude MacDonald, your Excellencies, and 
Gentlemen —I esteem it a great honour to be 
called upon to propose the toast of the Im- 
porial Army and Navy of Japan. And to 
one so wnve:sed in public speaking as T 
fam, it is a great satisfaction to feel that the 
task allotted to me is a very simple and short 
one, For deeds are more convincing than 
words, and the splendid deeds of the naval 
and military forces of His Imperkl Majesty, 
‘with which you and the whole world are 
acquainted, speak for themselves more elo- 
quently than the tongue of a Demosthenes 
dra Cicero, For me to attempt to eulogise 
then in fitting terms would be as superfluous 
‘nd presumptaous as attempting to paint the 
lily or to gild refined gold. (Applause.) 
Gentlemen, of late years Japan has veen 
coiled an imitative nation. She has followed 
the Christian precept of trying all things 
‘and holding fast to that which is good. 
(Laughter.) She has sent her representatives 
into all countries to observe the progress of 
modern science and the developments of 
modern strategy and tactics. She has 
assimilated whut is best and most desirable 
in the navel and military systems of the 
Kuropean Powers. But, such imitation and 
assimilation would have been of but Little 
tivil, bad the Japanese people of to-day 
failed to retain the heroic spirit and the 
Keen sense of honour which animated their 
ancesto:s, or had the influence of Western 
Civilisation weakened the fraditional loyalty, 
patriotism, and self-sacrifice which have veen 
so conspicuous during the present war. 
(Applause.) We of the Anglo-Saxon race 
may perhaps flatter ourselves that of late 

the Japanese have leornt something 
from us, but if we are wise we ought now 
to return the compliment by learning a good 
deal from them. ‘The strength of a nation 
deponds not only on its wealth and material 
recouroes, on the number of ‘its ships and 
troops and guns, but on the foresight of its 
statesmen, the unity of purpose among its 
people, the careful preparation and combina- 
Hon of all available means to attain the 
desired end, and on the organisation, train- 
ing, discipline, and, above all, the devotion 
to duts, of its sailors and soldiers. In these 
respects it seems to me that the Japanese 
have not much to learn. In fact, they may 
justly claim to be the instructors rather than 
the instructed, to be the original rather 
than the copy. I base these remarks on 
what T how ond what I read, and not on 
What T hwo seen; but. speaking for myself, 
and for the officers with me. and for out 
fends the Press correspondents who are 
Mill” languishing in Tokio—(aughter aud 
applause), em assure you that, when 
‘lowed to do so by « kindly fate and General 
Funushims, nothing will give ws greater 
pleasure tlian to be able to watch on the 
Epot what we now admize from a distance. 
Ze conclusion, I would venture to express 
the hope that, although we may deplore the 
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necessity for war on account of the unavoi 
‘able suffering and loss of life which it en- 
tails, the events of the present war may 
serve to strengthen the bonds of mutual 
esieem and friendship which now happily 
unite the Japaneso and British Empires, 
and of which the Japan Society of London 
is one of the embodimeats—an embodiment 
that we, the guests of the Society this even- 
ing, have every reason to appreciate must 
highly. (Applause and cheers.) Gentlemen, 
Task you to drink to the Imperial Army 
and Navy of Japan. 

‘Admiral Miyabara, I.J.N., in respond- 
ing, apologised for the absence of General 
Fakuskima, who was to have been present 
but was prevented by pressure of official 
Dusiness. He remarked that for the success 
of the Japanese Navy a great deal of credit 
was due to Great Britain as a nation and 
to the instructors from Great Britain in- 
dividually, and evoked much laughter by 
saying that Japon had used the engines of 
civilisat’on placed in ber bands in a busi- 
ness-like manner. 

‘Baron Kikuchi, in proposing the toast of 
the evening said: It is my pleasant, task 
to propose the toast of “The Japan Society.” 
‘The object of the Society, as stated in its 
booklet, is “the Encouragement, of the 
Study of the Jupanese Language, Literature,, 
History, and Folklore; of Japanese Art, 
Science and Indusiries; of the Social Life 
and Feonomic Condition of the Japanese 
people, past and present, and of all Jupanese 
matters;” that is to say, to make Japan 
and the Japanese really known and 
thoroughly understood in England,—I beg 
Sic Claude's pardon, in the British Empire. 
(Laughter and applause.) ‘This is an ex- 
cellent object, for mutual knowledge bege's 
mutual confidence between nations as be- 
tween individuals, and ignorance of each 
other’s traditions, history, customs, feelings, 
‘and ideals often’ causes misunderstandings 
which can be prevented by a fuller know- 
Indge. Hence, to obtain a thorough know- 
Tedge of exch other is very desirabie between 
nations, and especially is this important for 
‘a country like Japan, so long isolated, so 
Little ktown hitheito to the rest of the 
world, und differing from it, I may say 
radically, in so many important respects. 
Tndeed s0 little were we known in Europe 
that when T was in England in the early 
seventies the street boys used to run after 
us calling us Chinese. We were not 
Japane:e, not evon “Japs,” in those days, 
and if in conversation I had denied that 1 
was a Chinese I should have got the reply 
that it amounted to the same thing. Was 
not Japan part of China Or was not 
Japan a dependency of China? and so on. 
(Laughter.) So litle were we known in 
Europo in those days. ‘The object of this 
Society, then—to muke Japan and the 
Japanese koown in the British Empire,—is 
a very excellent one, and that the Society 
has done and is doing good work for this 
object is attested by the facts. Gentlemen, 
that an international alliance is based upon 
community of interests goes without saying, 
but that alone is not enough; if I may be 
allowed to use mathematical language, com- 
munity of interests is a necessary but not a 
sufficient condition for an, alliance of that 
nature, The people, or at least the in- 
fiuential scetion of the people of the two 
nations, must see not only that their interests 
are the same: but also that their ideals, 
their aims, their aspirations are, if not fden- 
tical, at least not discordant, and they must 
Know and trust each other. An alliance 
Taxed upon a iistaken estimate of each 
other will not sland the test of events. We 
‘epanese have never been backward in in- 
{reducing and adapting to our special needs 
any alien civilisation that we may come 
into contact with, and which we think will 
tend to our progress and advancement. For 
th’s it is necessary to know, to understand, 
that civilisation. ‘This is what we have been 
‘trying to do for the last forty years or more 





























with regard 
I trust we do know something of 
‘Yhat, on the other hand, the British people 
have come to know aud tust Japan weil 
enough (0 conclude an alliance with us, 
and that we are daily coming closer still is, 
T belove, due in a very great degree to tue 
work of this Society in the advancenient of 
that object. (Appliuse.) May it lung con- 
tinue to do this work! If there had ween 
such a society in every capital in Europe, 
perhaps to-day we should not hear so mutch 
about that absurd ery of che * Yeliow Peril ” 
(Hear, hear.) Ii tere had been a suciety 
like this in St. Petersburg—{a voico: 
War!”). Exaeily. (Laughter and applause.) 
Tam very “glad that the Society has been 
doing such good work, and 1 beg to propose 
its success and prosperity. (Loud applause.) 
‘Mr, K. Sonoda, repiying to this toast 
siid: Mr. Chairman, my lords and gentle- 
men, I rise on beba'f of the membars of the 
Japan Society as well as on my own behalf 
to offer you our most cordial thanks for the 
very flaitering wanner in which this toast 
hhas been” proposed by Baron Kikuchi and 
reoeived by you all. As you will observe, 
T wear a good deal of groy buir, but as a 
tember of the Society 1 am quite young. ° 
It is therefore beyond my power to givo 
you any historical account of it, I can 
‘Say this, however, that it is a cosmopolitan 
association, and that it has worked hard 
‘and succeeded {o « verlain degree in making 
Japan and the Japiuese known (0 the out- 
Side world and in cultivating friendly feolings 
amongst different nations on euth, Ui 
fortunately, however, there is one nation 
with whom we are uot quite on good terms 
at the present moment. (Laughter 
not at all sure whether or not the Socioty is 
in any way sesponsible for this deplorable 
state of affairs. On looking at the members’ 
list to-day 1 failed to discover any Russian 
name on it. Lf the society had been fortunave 
snough to have a fow Russian members 1 
think things mght have been different trom 
what they are, (Hear, hear.) However, the 
Ik is spilt and it is no use to grumblo 
now, Ido not know whether the world is 
getting wicked or enlightened. how, 
in the present state of Luman socioly even 
the ‘bet of faiends aro apt to quarrel, 
it is a curious fact that after a fight they 
ofien Lecome better friends than ever. 
(Laughter snd applause.) I most sincorely 
hope thot it will be the case with us, and 
that peice may be very soon restored for 
our mutual vdvancement towards civilisa- 
tion and for the benefit of mankind at large.

After all, how- 
exer, colour is only skin deep, and ib is 
hot the skin but it is the heart that does 
harm or good, (Hoar, hear, and applause.) 
If sou could chemically examine our heart 
Tem sur you would find it inclined to do 
more good thon harm. Moreover our heat 
js already allied with that of a while people 
= and'a very good people, too. (Applause.) 
{believe an alliance between nations is 
something like « marringe. The only 
Gifference is that when two countries are 
bound together it is a marriage between two 
Toring sisters instend of between man and 
woman. ({Laughter.) It seems vather 
strange ts me that two nations occupying 
exactly antipndal positions and having lwo 
Aistinctly different: colours of skin, shoul 
have joined hand in hand, but it shows that 
the inhabitants of the world are getting 
closer and more intimate and that colours or 
Skins hive nothing whatever to do with 
peril. (Applause.) Besides our alliance with 
England we have a great many other white- 
skinned spmpathisers. (Hear, heur.) As a 






































































nation we owe a great deal o them and we 
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always respect them 
ud a6 our benefactors. (Applause) 
these facts into consideration, geatle 
whatever may happen in the future you mo 
depend upon our “always being on the side 
of Westera nations. [ thank you again, 
(Loud applause.)

(Cries of “Hour, hear!) It goes without 
suyjing that the official world’ Jikes and 
admires him, and as for the public at large, 
ib knows that Japan has got a sincere fricud 
in Sir Claude, (Applause.) When he azrived 
in Tokio towards the end of 1900, he had 
just gone through the siege of Peking, having 
ably and successfully commanded the da 
fence of the Legution quarter by a small 
force composed of men of different nationali- 
ties, ‘The assistance which he rendered to 
the Jwpanese contingent during the siege 
was very greit, so great, indeed, that the 
Emperor's recognition of his good and kind 
services in this connection would have 
assumed a tangible shape had the rules of 
‘the Service which he adorns permitted it. 
(Applause.) Well, the siege must have been 
terrible to him and his charming lady, but 
somewhat to compensate for all his suffer- 
ings and anxieties, ho had the rare grati- 
fication—a gratification which few men en- 
Joy—of reading his own obituary in that 
Breat newspuper, “The Times.” “(Laughtor 
and applause.) He knows exactly how much 
the world admired and missed him then 
and how many teors were shed on his sup- 
posed sad and untimely end, (Laughiter,) 
He has, as it were, his 









































his own measurements 
in his pocket. ‘Thoso measurements have of 
course to be much revised before they be- 
come final, since he is still young, as one 
counts ago in his country, and many brilbant 
achievements no doubt lie in store for him. 
Sinco his arrival at his present post, one 
knows that he has incessantly worked for 
cementing the good and friendly relatioas 
between Japan and his country, and that 
Lis efforts have boen attended with success. 
I speak under the correction of my friend 
Baron Komura, whom I am glad to see 
among us to-night, as I heard stated at 
the time and I” believe it is true, that 
Sir Claude's share was i 
in bringing about the 
Alliance to which reference has been made 
by the previous speakers and which is so 
much appreciated by the Governments and 
Peoples of our respective countries. (Ap- 
plause.) Gentlemen, I am sura I exprees 
the sentiment of you all, when I say that 
we all hope that Sir Claude MacDonald may 
continue to live among us for ™many years 
to come, always working as he has done 
in the past for tho promotion of the eommoa 
good of tho (wo island empires. (Applause 
and cheers.) Your Bxcelloncies and Gost: 
men, T now beg to ‘iavile you to drink the 
hoalth of the Chairman, 

‘The Chairman, in response, tha 
most cordially. There was une little point, 
ho said, he would wish tu divell upon. 
Kato had addressed his remarks to him and 

and they had endorsed his re- 

parks by the cordial snanner in which they 
Teceived them, but he was fully co 
scious that their appreciation was not alte. 
gether, if at all, for him, and neither did 
he deserve it, for he was but the instrament 

















ne he admitted, for 
out Great Britain's policy towards Japan, 
and Mr, Kato's eloquent words and their 
reception of them marked their appreciation 
of that policy—a policy which early re- 
cognised that in the Far East a sun was 
not rising, but had risen, whose rays rellected 
forth alk that was brave, honourable, and 
true, and no one could say who had studied 
the negotiations which preceded this war, or 
who bad observed the manner in which it 
had been conducted by the Allies of Great 
Britain—their reckless bravery, their gentle 
treutment of the enemy’s wounded, the 
honour paid to his dead—no one could say 
that the words bravery, truth, and honour 
were too strong or undeserved. (Cheers 
and applause.) Concluding, Siz Claude said: 
Great Britain’s policy, I repeat, has uot only 
recognised, but was the first to recognise, 
at any rate in a practical manner, the noble 
aspirations of the people of the land of the 
risen sun, and this by taking the lead in the 
revision of their treaties, and in an equally 
practical manner by concluding with them 2 
solemn alliance. Applause.) ‘The Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance was entered into in the 
gamest hope that it would make for peace. 
This ope has, alas! not been fulfilled, 
but if by its means two friendly nations 
have been drawa into closer bonds of friend. 
ship, and if the horrors of war can be 
Prevented from spreading to other countries, 
the Ang'o-Japanese Alliance will not have 
bren made in vain. (Prolonged cheers.)

The Loyal Toasts. 

‘The Chairman, in proposing the toast of 
the King said :—In a gathering like the pre. 
sent one those who meet togetiher in military 
fraternisation rejoice together in a meeting 
of this character. Shanghai was first ine 
augurated as a British settlement under the 
reign of the late Queen Victoria, to whom 
the Shanghai Volunteer Corps there showed 
the greatest lnyalty, which is also felt. for 
His Most Excellent’ Majesty the King. 1 
ask you to drink the health of His Majesty, 

‘Tho health of the King having been drunk 
with enthusiasm, the Chairman gave in suc- 
cession “The health of the Queen and tho 
rest of the Royal Family,” and “The Rulers 
of our respective Countries,” which latter, 
he said, would be by all present, 
owing, amongst other things, to the exem- 
pliy conduct of the Settlement at Shang- 
hai. 

Prosperity to the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps. 

‘The Chairman: I now propose a toast 
which I am certain all present will give 
most heaztily: it is “Prosperity to the 
Shanghai Volunteer Corps.” When the 
Shanghai Volunteer Corps was first called 
into existence many years ago—since which 
time considerable difiiculty and danger have 
been evercome—a meeting was called at the 
British Consulate to consider measures for 
te safety of the Settlement. There were 
also political difficulties with the Chinese 
authorities, and this meeting was summoned 
to consider measures of protection, and it 
was decided to form a volunteer corps, under 
proper drill instruction, Military teachers 
were provided who were of great assistance 
to us, and this was none too soon, for danger 
tirentened every day. The Taiping rebels, 
who planned the fall of Nanking came and 
attacked the city of Shanghai, and took it 
without much trouble and with little blood- 
shed. We had very unpleasant neighbours, 
but worse remained when a vision af she 
Chinese Imperi came down to attack 
them, Thay was continual’ fighting, and 
the Shanghai Volunteers told them that they 
‘would take no side, but would defend them- 
selves against either or both. ‘This state 
of things became intolerable. ‘The Chineso 
braves were always trespassing, although nov 
seriously, and at length the foreign Consuls 
gave notice to the Chinese Goverment to 
remove their camps from the immediate 
proximity of the Settlement. They refused 
to do so, and, therefore, the next day— 
namely, 4th April, 1854—a combined force 
of English ‘nd -American Ianding parties 
from the ships of war, together with the 
Shanghai Volunteors, moved out to enforce 
the order. We were received with a lieavy 
fire from big guns and musketry, but our 
shell and rifle fire subdued this, and them, 
finally, with a rush and a charge, we drove 
then from their entrenched camp and sont 
them all over the country. (Applause.) 
‘Thus the Shanghai Volunteer Corps received 
their first baptism of fire. (Applause.) ‘This 
action was fought under the command of tho 
late Sir Thomas Wade, my predecessor, + 
good soldier and a congenial friend. After 
some time things went on as before. We 
hod two companies of rifles, and a great 
deal of work had to be done in scouting and 
patrolling. It was then decided to raise a 
force of Light Horse and a battery of Artil- 
lery. I have since head that the Corps 
has considerably increased both in numbers 
aud efficiency. I always took great interest 
in the Shanghai Volunteers, and T remained 
in command until T left Chima finally in 
1864, when T was succeeded by Mr. R. C. 
Antrobus—thear, hear)—my very good 
friend. who was 2 most, capable commandant. 
T think the slight skefch which I have given 
will make it quite clear fo everybody that 
it was quite incumbent whenever we had

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‘Americans and Europeans living in the heart 
of a semicivilised ‘people that a properly 
organised force should be maintained. ‘Their 
position and power would secure the re- 
sidents from interference; therefore, I 
always recommended the formation and 
maintenance of a Volunteer force. You 
eannot expect men who have many duties 
to perform to become professional soldiers 
in the scionce of war, but much may be done. 
Therefore I think, under similar circum- 
stances, a force should be raised which, like 
the Shinghai Volunteers, should be always 
on the spot to defend the interests of the 
residents whenever it is necessary. Gentle- 
men, ‘ Prosperity to the Shanghai Volunteer 
Corps.” 

‘The toast was enthusiastically receive, 
and accompanied with song. 


Our Guests. 


‘Mr, Cecil Holliday said: A pleasant duty 
has devolved upon me to-night to ask you 
to drink to the health of our guests. This 
toast always seems to me the easiest as well 
as the most pleasant of any. If that is :« 
‘on ordinary occasions it is much more s0 
to-night, because we are assembled by reason 
of our boing members, either past or present 
—a good many will say, perhaps, past— 
of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, and to 
that corps our guests to-night have, each of 
them, individually been acting in a particular 
manner as guide, philosopher, and friend for 
more than 20 years past now. Each year an 
officer has been deputed from the Hongkong 
garrison to discharge the duty of reporting 
upon the Shanghai Volunteers, and year by 
year that officer has performed his duty 
efficiently, and he has never stopped short 
in the execution of his duty. Looking back, 
I think at times we worked them rather 
hard; wo put them to bed lute, and got 
them up early ;we ran them round morning, 
noon, and night, and we bored them with 
all our military hopes and aspirations, but 
they never showed it, They always gave 
us their ready sympathy and equally ready 

id. In the long history of our corps we 
have Ind our ups and downs, but the pro- 
gress has always been, on the whole, up- 
wards and onwards. (Heir, hear.) We 
must always reckon amongst the contributory 
causes of our success, the aid and advioo 
which we have received from our inspecting 
officers. (Hear, hear.) 

‘The toast was drunk with the utmost 
onthusiasm, all the guests rising and sing- 
ing “For we are jolly good fellows,” giving 
Ulzes times thiree cheers, followed by a 
vigorous “Tiger.” 

Colonet Fletcher, in rising to respond, 
greeted with prolonged applause. He sai 
In replying, I have just a few words to 
say. Recent events have shown us that the 
auxiliary forces and regular forces ave 
fought side by side in South Africa, In each 
ease each force hzs done its duty manfully, 
and while it has been found by us that we 
needed the assistance of these auxiliary 
forces—(heir, hear)—we have also found 
that they never failed us—{hear, hear) 
—but alivays faithfully and loyally respond- 
ed to the appeal, because it is the duty of 
all Britons to fight on all possible occasions. 
(Bear, hear.) They underwent the hardships 
and fatigues of a long campaign with exom 
plary fortitwle and zeal. Nothing 
dum them from their great amibition, 
was to maintain tho dignity and prestige of 
the Old Country and fight for it. I wish 
now to tell you-of course, you probably 
know -it as well as I de—the present War 
Office idea is that acegular army should be 
employed on ‘service otitside (he British 

‘The Militiu, the Shanghai Volun- 
teers, and others should no longer be con- 
sidered foreign but home service, and for 
foreign service the regular army is intended 
to be continually on duty outside the British 
Isles, and the defence of our dominions is to 
be entrusted To the auxiliary forces. That is 
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‘@ greac honour to the force. It does not do 
to begin learning 2o fight when war has be- 
gun, You must practis: it beforehand, so as 
to be able to fight, as one must do, the 
moment war is proclaimed. It is a great 
pleasure for me to bs associated with the 
Snanghai Volunteer Corps. it struck mé 
teat there was a business-like method about 
the corps. ‘They certainly had three arms— 
namely, artillery, mounted men, and in- 
fanty, and all ‘three were useful to each 
otie: and worked well together. On the 
whole 1 thought they presented a most 
efficient and useful appearance, and I think 
they were well drilled and up to all the 
requirements of the situation. I remember 
on my first and last visit 1 suggested ‘that 
the corps should be clothed in khaki uniform, 
which I consider to be the fighting dress of 
the period. 1 fear it is hard for men to 
discard their old uniforms, but I think d was 
vight in my advice. ‘The present shows shat 
very clearly, You will remember a few years 
ago the Russians and the Japanese wore 
white uniforms when they came within the 
range of the Chinese guns. The Japanese 

sped the situation, ‘They suw at once 
that if they had been fighting a regular army 
they would have suffered considerable loss ; 
they therefore changed to khaki, and I soe 
now that the Russians have adopted this 
uniform, which again pioves the necessity 
for it. "Iam quite sure the volunteers will 
not be slow to adopt these precautionary 
measures in the:r uniform, and equally cer- 
tain that the Shanghai Volunteer Corps will 
not be bebindhand in this respect. Gentle- 
men, I beg to thank you for the enthusias- 
tic manner in which this toast has been 
received. 

Colonel O'Gorman also responded to the

Captain Gould, who commanded a body of 
cavalry—the first formed—and called the 
‘Shanghai Mounted Rangers. On different oc- 
‘casions they performed useful duties on the 
outskirts of the Settlement. ‘Their name has 
since been changed, but it still remains as 
an item of the Corps. I have always taken 
fa great interest in the prosperity of the 
Corps, and have been glad to see its develop- 
ment under the able assistance of some of 
the distinguished military officors here to- 
night, watching, as one can do, not closely, 
but with grext interest, from this great 
distance at home, its gradual and steady 
progress from suall beginnings, from its 
necessary inception urider the pressure of 
immodiale danger, and at a time when its 
development was more certainly assured un- 
der the auspices of the distinguished officers 
whom we are glad to mect this evening, 
whose assistance has been good for the corps, 
so that whenever an action docs occur it 
will be found ready to protect the interests 
of the Settlement. In Mr. Webb's time and 
in my time, it wes a great pleasure to feel 
how thoroughly the international feeling of 
the Shanghai Volunteer Corps was kept up 
It is an all-important feature, as we may 
‘at any moment be annoyed by and possibly 
‘at the mercy of a stupid mob who might 
come to attack us for an imaginary evil. 

‘The health was drunk amid vociferous 
applause, singing, and a ” Tiger.” 

‘The Chairman svid: I thank you all for 
the manner in which you have welcomed 
this toast. From the time I was first con- 
nected with the Shanghai Corps until now 
I have always been deeply interested in its 
welfare and efficiency. Mr. Antrobus also 
alluded to the interest I took in organising 
‘an armed force at Shanghai, but T had 
reason to note that there was a good body 
of men to turn out, at a time when it was 
‘a difficult task to keep the place quiet. 
Some portions of the Shangbai Chinamen 
were always under the impression that the 
Shanghai Settlement contained untold 
wealth which was possibly the reason for 
some of their uprisings. ‘These were oc~ 
casions when the Shanghai Volunteer Corps 
qade itself felt. The corps is most neces- 
sry, and I hope it will always be kept up 
to its full strength. I have no doubt, that 
it will, Since I left Shanghai many years 
ago I am informed that it has been well 
nuvintained, that it is better armed and bet- 
ter equipped and better organised. We can- 
not wish for more. (Prolonged applause.)

H.B. M. SUPREME’ 
COURT.

Before Sir Hiram S, Wixx1xsox, 
Chief Justice. 
Tvcx Cuana & Co. v. J. Woons, 

Mr. Symonds, for Tuck Chang & Co., 
petitioned the Court to make an order 
against J. Woods, employed until recently 
at the Municipal Jail, for payment of 
$360, value of a ring’ supplied by the 
plaintifis. 

Mr. T. McDonald deposed that he served 
8 copy of the petition on the defendant on 
the 28th April. Dofendant said: “That's 
all right. I expected this.” When 
witness went subsequently to serve notice 
of the hearing upon him, he learned that 
the defendant had been dismissed, and 
that he had left Shanghai. He was told 
that the man left on the Sth. 

Mr. Symonds suggested that under 
Rule 77, the dofendant not appearing, 
his Lordship could give judgment. 

His Lordship pointed out that this 
rule required service of notice of hearing 
as well as the service of the petition. 

Mr. Symonds urged that it had 
been impossible ~ to serve the 
notice of hearing, as on the very day his 
month was up with the Municipal Council 
the def ndant left Shanghai. ‘They knew 
there was money still owing to him in 
Shanghai, and that was why they wished 
for an order. 

His Lordship said the rule was clear. 
It could not be done. 

Mr. Symonds—It might make for great 
injustice, my Lord, in such ease. 

His Lordship—There is a great deal of 
injustice in this world. We cannot set it 
all right. 

Mr. Symonds—The rule is very much 
more stringent than at Home, 

His Lordship—Not in all Courts at 
Home. There are Courts where rules 
from which these were copied are in fore, 
so there is nothing unjust about them in 
that respect. If you like to apply for 
an adjournment to consider the matter, I 
will hear you.

Nation Singh, a watchman, wascharged 
with being drunk and disorderly; and 
also with assaulting a Chinese woman, 

Native constable 151 said he took 
prisoner from the custody of two Portu- 
guese, on Hanbury Road at 7.30 p.m. on 
the previous day. Prisoner was drunk 
and staggering and witness took him to 
the police station. Prisoner had the 
riding whip, produced, in his hand. 

Complainant, who’ keeps an opium 
shop near the Hongkew bridge, said 
she was riding in a ricsha near the 
Hongkew market when prisoner and 
another Sikh passed her walking, 
Without warning prisoner made ‘a 
movement as if to take something 
from her head, and then struck her with 
the riding whip. She was struck several 
times on the head and body, and had a 
very nasty bruise on her nose. ‘Two 
Portuguese came to her rescue, as thoro 
was no policeman in sight at the time. 
Complainant had never seen prisoner 
before and did not know why she was 
struck, She did not know whether 
jsoner was drunk or not. 

P.8. Johnson, who was on charge- 
room duty when prisoner was brought in, 
said that prisoner was drunk. Com- 
plainant was bleeding from the nose. 
She said prisonor had assaulted her. 

Prisoner threw the blame on the other 
man who had got away. There had beon 
a row, he said, in the course of which he 
lost the puggaree from his head and two 
dollars from his pocket. The puggareo 
was pulled off by Chinese to. make him 
appear drunk. 

The nativo constable said prisoner 
had no turban when he saw him. 

Prisoner said he had been ten months 
in Shanghai and earned $15 a month. 
Ho was fined $5 or would have to go to 
hard labour for a week. $3 was awarded 
to the complainant out of the fine, which 
prisoner paid at once.

‘The drink 
was sorved and 25 cents paid, ‘The detee- 
tive onterod as his man was drinking and 
asked defendant what the drink was. Do- 
fondant said it was soda-water, but on 
the detective ascertaining that there was 
whisky as well, defendant said the man 
(whom he did not know to be a coustable) 
had bronght the spirit in with him. ‘The 
matter was reported. ‘Tho following 
night a parcel was left for tho detective 
ut the police station, and on opening it he 
found a box of cigars and a $10 note, to- 
gether with an envelope on which ‘was 
written, “with Tsang Hi-ling’s compli- 
ments.” ‘These were handed over to the 
inspector, and tho charge of attempting 
to bribo added to that of selling spirits 
without a licenso—Defondant was fined 
‘Taels 50 and the cigars and note were 
ordered to be forfeited. 






































THE MIXED COURT. 


Shanghai, 2ist May, 
Before Mr, Huaxu Hsvex (Magistrate) 
and Mr. Twyway (British Assessor). 


Allegal Mlegal Arrest. 

‘Three unemployed natives, a Mixed Court 
runner, and a female defendant were brought 
before ‘the Court, remanded from the pre- 
vious day, on a charge of being concerned 
together in illegally arresting, assaulting, 
and robbing a shroff in Chekiang Road be- 
tween 7 and 8 p.m. on the 9th instant. 

‘Tho cass for the prosecution having closed 
ab the previous hearing, Mr. Davidson pro- 
eeoded to call witnesses for the defence. 

A native tax officer stated that at 7 p.m. 
on the 9th instant he called on the second 
prisoner at a native hotel. They were there 
& short tithe while the second prisoner had 
his supper and then visited a tea-house in 
company with some friends. They remained 
at the ter-houso until about 9.30 p.m. They 
all left togother. Witness did not see the 
complainant at all. 

A native accountant, employed by a for- 
eign firm, gave evidence that at 7.45 p.m. 
on the Sth instant he visited 2 native hotel 
and thers met the second and third pri- 
soners. They were having supper. He 
afterwards went with them and the last 
witness to a tea-sop, where they stayed 
until 9.30 p.m. He did not see the com- 
plainant. He was nob at the Mixed Court 
that evening. He did not sea any trouble | 
between the complainant and the second 
and third prisoners, 





This being all the evidence for the defence, 
tho Court decided to eximine the prisoners 
individually and separately. 

In reply to tho Assessor, the first prisoner 
sid he knew the complainant. He saw hin 
about 7 p.m. on the 9th instant on the North 
Chekiang Road, just beyond the bridge. The 
complainant invited him to have some re- 
freshment. ‘They went together to a 
restaurant and took refreshment, which cost 
51 cash. The complainant had no money 
to pay the bill, so left his jacket and ¢rousers 
with the restaurant proprietor as security 
and went to the Mixed Court to borrow the 
money from his brother who was imprisoned 
there. Complainant suggested this, ond 
witness accompanied him, as he also had a 
brother imprisoned at the Court. 

In reply to the Assessor, the second pri- 
soner said he knew the complainant, but 
did not see him at all on the Sth instant. 

Examined by Mr. Davidson—He was 
dining at a native hotel on the evening of 
the 9h instant. Shortly after supper some 
friends came to see him and they all weat 
to a tca-shop. Soon after 9 p.m. they 
separated, witness and the third prisoner 
returning to the hotel, where they were 
residing. Witness had no coolies with him. 
He was a stranger here and could not speak 
the Shanghai dialect. 

By Sergeant Johnston—He did not see 
the first prisoner that evening. He knew 
the complainant because the latter called at 
the hotel on the 28th day of the 6th moon, 
bringing a message from his brother. ‘They 
had food together. He did not know the 
complainant before, but was acquainted with 
his brother, 

The third prisoner said he only knew the 
complainant because he had called at the 
hotel tivico to see the second prisoner. He 
did not sce the complainant on the 9th 
instant. He saw tho second prisoner that 
day, but did not seo the first prisoner, He 
did not know the female prisoner at all. 

The remainder of th's witness's evidence 
corroborated the story of the visit to tl 
tea-shop, as told by the second prisoner. 

Asked by Mr. Davidson as to whethor 
there was any cause for ill-feeling between 
witness and the complainant, witness gave 
details of a money transaction between the 
complainant, Messrs. Musterberg’s compra- 
dore, and complainant's brother, as a result 
of which the lust named was indebted to the 
compradore in the sum of Tis, 1,000. He 
said they were trying to make him (witness) 
liable for the Tis. 1,000 as being the former 
partner of the complainant's brother. 

The female prisoner said she was at the 
Mixed Court on tho 9th instant. She saw 
the complainant there about 7 or 8 o'clock. 
He was alone. 

At this stage the hearing of the case 
was adjourned to 10 a.m. on Wednesday.

A Kidnapping Case.

Sergeant Johnson said that the man who 
purchased the little one had bought her in 
perfect good faith, and he was willing to 
lose the purchase money if the child was 
returned to her parents. 

Tho accused were sentenced to 300 blows 
each and 9 months’ imprisonment. ‘The child 
‘was ordered to be returned to her mother.

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THR TRADE OF 
COREA, IN 1903. 


I 
27th May. 


Mr. J. L. Caters, Secretary to 
the Chief Commissioner of Corean 
Customs, begins his “ Report on the 
Trade of Corea in Foreign-type 
Vessels for 1903” by remarking that 
the trade is “a plant of lusty growth 
which, with a little help, may be re- 
lied on to thrive and develop.” Every 
year, he says, sees the intervention 
of unexpected drawbacks which are 
as unexpectedly overcome, and a re- 
markable increase is maintained, To 
those who might be inclined some- 
times to listen to “the good easy 
people of the villages” whom Con- 
fucius stigmatised as “the thieves 
of virtue,” and who deprecate forcing 
our trade on countries which prefer 
to remain isolated, it is a reassurance 
to remember that the Mongolian 
Beoples, the Chinese, Coreans, and 

japanese, are born barterers, and are 
always anxious to make the acquain- 
tance of new commercial possibilities. 
They have never shown any objection 
to the trader as such; their ap- 
prehensions are that he will bring 
the landgrabber and the soldier in 
his train. Unfortunately, in Corea 
there is little sign of any increase in 
the production of cereals, which are 
her staple commodities, owing to the 
gross misgovernment of the country ; 
and “the non-agricultural products 
of the country, while showing a pro- 
gressive tendency, are quite insutfici- 
ent to support its trade, and with 
the exception of the useful but ex- 
pensive Corean paper, there are as 
yet no manufactures suited to foreiga 
markets.” Is will perhaps be remeni- | 
bered that when the eminent and 
lamented Mr. Tong Kin-sing made 
his first visit to Corea many years 
ago, he took with him a sum; 
of Tis. 10,000 with which he pur-! 





posed to make a collection of 
representative Corean manufactures, ! 
but found nothing to buy. At 
his parting interview with the’ 
present Emperor of Corea, he casual- | 
ly mentioned his disappointment, on 
which His Majesty promptly remark- 
ed that it was a pity he should take’ 





the money back to China, and bor- 
rowed it of him. 

Corea was blessed with a good 
rice harvest in 1903, a good crop-of, 
beans, and an absenee of epidemic 
disease affecting the human subject. 
“But there were also,” says Mr. 
Chalmers, “grave drawbacks to the 
year’s prosperity. From want of rain, 
or from its ill-timed abundance, the 
spring crops of Barley and Wheat 
failed, completely or partially, in 
every province except two—Pyengan 
and Hwanghai, Cattle disease was 
universal and exceptionally destruc- 
tive, and the losses sustained from 
this cause must have been enormous, 
not only in the direct wiping out of| 
capital but in the serious reduction 
of the means of tillage and of trans- 

ort, The disease seems to have 

een most severe in the north-west- 
ern provinces, where the crops were 
best. In the neighbourhood of Seoul 
there was ample evidence of its 
activity and for some time during the 
summer beef was unj 
foreigners as an article of diet. The 
continued depreciation of the nickel 
currency was another hindrance to 
trade, and although one which traders 
have had to reckon with for some 
years past, the uncertainty connected 
with it may at any time upset the 
best calculations. ‘The considerable 
inerease in the cost of the necessarirs 
of life is chiefly due to this currency. 
In Seoul the value of the nickel fell 
from an average of N $1.79=yen 1.00 
in January to an average of N. $2.30 
=yen 1.00 in November, recovering 
slightly in December. Copper Cash, 
which in the southern and eastern 
provinces nickels have not displaced 
as the medium of internal exchange, 
fluctuated similarly, though not in 
the same degree. The rate at Won- 
san fell from 673=yen 1 in March to 
799 in July, recovering to 685 in the 
end of the year, while at Fusan there 
was a fall from 630 in March to 755 
in July, with a recovery to 681 in 
December.: Finally, the shadow of 
the coming war fell upon the com- 
mercial world and deepened as the 
year drew to a close.” 

The value of the trade of 
Corea in 1903 was Y39,327,646. It 
was Y4,316,141 in 1887, Y7,268,555 
in 1893, Y¥23,581,172 in 1898, 
and Y31,508,250 in 1902 (then a 
record), This year’s total is made

Remission of 
duty has come to be one of the 
conditions in every concession granted 
by the Corean Government, and the 
duty thus abandoned on railway, 
mining, electric, and other materials 
amounts to a very large sum an- 
nually.” We can hardly expect: the 
Customs to be philosophical enough 
to admit that it is as broad as it is

‘The two Lieut.Colonels, Rakofski (?) 
and Williadoff (?), who are now prisoners 
in Japan, are reported to have spoken in 
the highest terms of the Japanese infantry 
and artillery. ‘They say that the celerity 
of the infantry’s movements and the 
courage of the men are extraordinary. 
What seems to have struck them as 
specially remarkable was the movements 
by which the Japanese placed themselves 
on the rear of the Hohmutang position, 
thus cutting off the Russian line of re- 
treat. The march necessary to effect this 
led over ground so precipitous that its 
passage by soldiers carrying rifles and ac- 
coutrements seemed ‘impossible. The 
easiest slopes are 70 degreos, and the 
steepest are absolutely perpendicular. It 
is the opinion of the two colonels that if 
the Japanese themselves now inspected 
these places they would be astonished at 
the feat they performed in the heat of 
battle. That the Russians did not take 
steps to guard the position from that 
direction is therefore in no sense repre- 
honsible. 

Japanese naval officers are represented 
as severely criticisin; carelessness 
shown by the Russians in laying torpedo- 
mines. ‘They seem to do this work with- 
out any system, apparently persuaded 
that the task of removing the mines and 
restoring the maritime fairways of trade 
will never have to be performed by them- 
selves. In fact, not to put too fine a 
point on it, the Russians are not fit to be 
trusted with the use of such engites of 
destruction. If none of the steamers 
navigating the high seas has yet been des- 
troyed by contact with mines that have 
broken away from defective moorings, it 
is a mercifal chance. We may at any 
moinent hear of hundreds of noneombat- 
ants, including women and children, be- 
ing sent suddenly to their last account as 
& consequence of this criminal blunder- 
ing. Perhaps the destruction of the 
Yenisei was responsible for much of the | 
trouble, but the Japanese seem to spei 
from what they have actually found in 
Kerr Bay and Deep Buy, where they say 
that the Russian method of laying mines 
takes no thought whatever of the ulti- 
mate interests of peaceful commerce.

The report of the Royal Commission on 
the decline of the New South Wales birth- 
rate, is a document of immense import- 
ance from every point of view. It states 
that since 1889 there has been a very 
marked fall in the birth-rate and that be 
tween 1889 and 1902 the decrease was no 
less than ten births per thousand. It is 
“rapid and continuous.” The Commis. 
sion have gone carefully into the causes 
of the decline, ‘They attribute it to the 
deliberate limitation of families, and this, 
again, is due to personal selfishness, “in- 
dicative of the desire of the individual to 
avoid his obligations to the community,” 
and in part to the decay of religions feel- 
ing. The Commission are also inclined 
to attribute the fall to “restrictive regula- 
tions of trade, designed to abolish com- 
petition,” which interfere with the con- 
tinuity of employment and render the 
income of the worker precar The 
effect on the health of community is said 
‘on expert evidence to be grave, and there 
has been an increase in insanity. “De- 
fective health, defective morals, and de- 
fective character are already manifesting 
themselves as a warning of more marked 
deterioration likely to ensue.” The evid- 
ence taken shows that among women 
there is no sense of the wrong to the com- 
munity or to themselves.

Now that the same terrible fate has 
overtaken the great Japanese battleship 
Hatsuse, one can but recall the loss of 
the Russian flagship Petropavlovak a 
month and two days previously in the 
same tragic way. The following des- 
cription of that catastropho was given by 
Signalman actually on the vessel when 
it blew up. He said :-— 





“ We were returning to the harbour, the 
Petropavlovsk leading. Some of ‘our 
cruisers which had remained in the har- 
bour went out and steamed towards the 
enemy, firing sixteon shots at him with 
their bow guns. Then they retired, ‘Tho 
enemy numbered fourteen heavy ships, 
nearly all armoured, whilo ours were nino. 
Against their armoured cruisers wo had 
only the Bayan. I stood in the whoel- 
house on board the battloship looking at 
the signal book. The ‘Admiral’s last 
signal had been for the torpedo-boats to 
nter the harbour. The Petropavlovsk 
slowed speed and almost stood still. 
Suddenly she shook violently. I hoard 
a fearful explosion, immediately followed 
by another and then another. ‘They 
seemed to me to be directly under the 
bridge. I rushed to the door of the wheel- 
house, where I met an officer, probably a 
helmsman, Tcould not pass him, and I 
sprang to the window and jumped ont. 
The ship was listing, and I feared that 
every moment she would turn over. On 
the bridge I saw an officer weltering in 
blood—it was our Admiral Makaroff. He 
lay face downwards. I sprang to him, 
grasped him by the shoulder and at- 
tempted to raise him. The ship seemed 
to be falling somewhere. From all sides 
flow fragments. I heard the deafening 
screech and the frightful din. ‘The smoke 
rosein dense cloudsand the flames seemed 
to leap towards the bridge, where I was 
standing beside the Admiral. I jumped 
on the rail and was washed off, but 
succeeded in grabbing something. I was 
drawn down. I remember the falling 
‘masts, and then nothing more, On our 
ship was an old man with a beautiful 
white beard, who had been good to our 
men. He hada book in his hand, and 
seenied to be writing, perhaps sketching.” 
[He was Verestchagin, the painter.}— 
“Hongkong Daily Press.” 














Tux “Times” special correspondent, 
who has sent that journal various messages 
by wireless telegraphy from the “ Times” 
steamer, sends from Weihsi a protest 
against the threat of the Russian Govern- 
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ment to treat as spies correspondents 
g wireless telegraphy at sea. He 
saye:— 

The definition of a spy in international 
law is one who disguises his true identity 
and insinuates himself within hostile 
territory for the purpose of communicat- 
ing with the enemy. If I had insinuated 
myself into Russian waters and had com- 
municated with the Japanese, I might 
come within this category. But I am 
guilty of neither of theso insinuations. I 
possess a system of wiroless telegraphy 
which, even if the messages were not 
veiled by a cipher, neither the Japanese 
nor Russian instruments can record. The 
messages go to a neutral cable office and 
thence to London, no one having access 
to them. I Lave never yot sailed in 
Russian waters; all my messages have 
boon sont from the high seas or from 
noutral waters. I would point out that 
all the fighting I have witnessed could 
have been placed with noutral cables 
after a few hours steaming. No Power 
ever dreamed of interfering with neutral 
cable offices, and the wireless system is 
only a means of accelerating the dispatch 
of the messages. I trust that the Govern- 
ments interested will insist that the Rus- 
sians shall confine their threats to Russian 
wators.—' Hongkong Daily Press.” 











‘Tu1s voracious telegram is from the

London, 11th Ma: 

‘A fierce battle has boon fought between 
the Russians and the Japanese in the 
pass of Motionling.

His fall com- 
ploted the rout of the Russians. 

Goneral Kuroki has left a detachment 
in charge of his wounded and is pushing 
on to Lisoyang. 

‘The Russian losses are placed at 2,000, 
including prisoners captured by the 
Tapanese.

Yesterday the Town Hall was filled 
with beaiity, beauties to delight the 
eye, and ear, and sense of smell. 
For temerarions folk was added the senso 
of touch, but this was frowned upon, 
especially in the case of the strawberries, 
of which there was « very fine show, 
including some remarkably creditable 
specimens—for Shanghai. In judging, 
everything has to be taken relatively. 
What does well at Home cannot be coaxed 
to do so at Shanghai. Some say that this 
applies to exhibitors as well as exhibits. 
For some things the show was a little 
late in the season ; for others, it was too 
early. ‘The weather had been rather 
trying, and in point of number, the 
exhibits might have made a better 
show. . Roses, for instance, which 
do so woll in Shanghai, if properly 
looked after, were a poor lot. It 
is a class that might be encouraged to 
advantage. ‘There were one or two novel 
colours in nasturtiums. ‘The phloxes were 
a brave array—for Shanghai. Of 
clematis, which is very seldom seen here, 
there was a very pretty pot on exhibi- 
tion, ‘The petunia showers had managed 
to produce some new colours, one double 
specimen being especially noticeable. 
The flowering shrubs were also good 
for Shanghai, and, still with the same 
qualification, the same may be said of 



























the violas’ and pansies, which are 
just coming into vogue at Home 
shows. One or two new violas were 
noticed. The collections of Japanese 
shrubs lent considerable intorest 
to the sl The competition for 
cut roses was very poor, and even in the 
winning dozen were’ some decidedly 


passé blooms. Vogetables were above 
the average, and a goodly show forward.

‘The judgment of the lady adjudicators 
was not fully endorsed here by all critics. 
One table, even without the pretty ad- 
aptation of culoureil electric lights it had, 
was perhaps most effective, and the sim- 
plicity of the red poppy and grasses on 
white (in another esse) took the eye 
and pleased. Altogether, if not quite 
so good as some of its predecessors, the 
show was regarded as a successful one. 
One notable exhibitor at past sho: 
Mrs. MeBain—was very much missed.

A Breach of Neutrality. 

‘A Northern dispatch reports the arrest 
by one of the Genral Ma Yii-k'un’s officers, 
at Shanhaikuan, of a native named Féng 
Ch‘ing, who was discovered trying to 
smuggle out of the Great Wall no loss than 
31,000 torpeds fuses. ‘The prisoner con- 
fessed himself to be a discharged mafoo of 
General Chu, at Tienchuangt'ai, and that he 
had been tempted by a heavy bribe to de- 
liver the torpedo, or electrical mine, fuses to 
Russian agents in the vicinity of the Liao 
river. During the investigation it also 
transpired that these fuses had beon stolen 
from the Chinese Torpedo Depariment, be- 
longing to the Peiyang Administration, 
thereby implicating several porsons oon- 
nected with that department. ‘Tho fuses 
were, of course, confiscated and a further 
investigation has been ardered by the Chih- 
ii military authorities into the charges made 
by the ex-mafoo in question, 











Boxerism in Kiangsi Province. 

A Nanch‘ang, capital of Kiangsi province, 
dispatch reports that a number of men pro- 
fessing the same power of invulnerability 
against bullets and sword thrusts, as that 
affected by the Northern Boxers of 1900, 
have lately appeared in the Kiangsi market 
town of Lungeh‘uan, near the Hunan fron- 
tier district of Hsingninghsien, As soon as 

8 of Boxerism arrived at Lung- 
ch‘uan they began performing at once to 
show off their power of warding off sword 
cats preceded by certain mystical rites cal- 
culated to inspire awe in the minds of 
the ignorant rustics of that region, exactly 
like those practised by the Chihli Boxers in 
1900. When this was reported: by the 
petty officials of Lungch‘uan to Governor 
+ Hsia Shih, at Nanchang, his excellency im- 

mediately ‘ordered the colonel commanding 
at the garrison town nearest Lungch‘uan to 
send a detachment to arrest the chief Boxers 
and disperse their followers who, it was re- 
ported, were growing in numbers daily. 
Unfortunately, the force sent’ to break up 
this assembly’ of Boxers and their newly 
made converts was too small, the military 
authorities, as usual, underestimating the 
power of the desperadoes. ‘The result was 
what could have been easily anticipated. 
‘The Boxers made a desperate stand and 
what was worse, as it thereby enhanced in 
the eyes of the rustics the power of the 
Boxers and stren; their belief in the 
latter’s invulnerability, they killed twelve 
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soldiers and wounded eighteen more, with- 
out themselves receiving a single injury. 
‘Tho defeated soldiery who, although armed 
with Remington rifles must have, by the 
above showing, been execrable shots, even- 
tually declared to their Colonel in extenua- 
tion of their miserable conduct, that the 
Boxers and their followers were strongly 
ensconced behind stone walls, which were 
further defended by broad trenches, pre- 
viously dug by them in anticipation of the 
arrival of the troops, so that not only could 
the soldiers not get near the enemy, but 
the latter were so hidden’ that they could 
not be reached by the rifle shots of the 
Resuming the Old Caravan Route. 

A Northern native newspaper states that 
owing to the war Russian tea merchants are 
now compelled to resume the of 
transporting tea to Russia by the overland 
Caravan route, which for the past dozen and 
more years bas been in a great part aban- 
doned in favour of the sea route vid the 
Suez Canal, A Notification to this effect 
‘having been sent by the Russian Minister in } 
Poking to tho Waiwupu, that Board has re- 
cently instructed the high authorities of 
Hupeh, Honan, Shansi, and Chihli pro- 
vinoes ‘and at Chahar and Urga, in Mon- 
golia, to give the necessary assistance and 
Protection to these tea caravans passing | 
through their respective jurisdictions while 
en route for the Russian frontiers.

THE NEW POSTAL 
TARIFF. 


“A Business Man” writes as follows to 
the “Peking and Tientsin Times” of the 
21st instant :— 

Dour Sir,—Tho new postal tariff came 
4s a surprise to most people. ‘The notifica- 
tion was published on Ist January and came 
into operation on Ist April. It was not 
until the end of March that a fow learnt 
of its existence. A friend of mine sent off 
300-Ibs. of parcels to Chungking on the last 
day of March for $5.60. ‘The same would 
have cost $150.00 on 1st April. 

‘Having dispatched mail matter by 
couriers for ten years the extension of the 
Imperial Post into the interior was a great 
benefit to all concerned. It was evident 
that the extension could not be carried out 
without an initial loss. It was certainly 
a boon for all. Our couriers agreed to cary 
53dbs. of mail matter a double journey of 
2,400 or 2,600 li, taking 26 days, for ten 
dollars, equal to ten cents per pound. 

‘Under the new tariff letters are charged 
at the rate of 32 cents a pound, papers at 
16 cents, parcels at 50 cents. ‘Letters go 
-by couriers, and heavy mails and 
by mules. “Had a parcel rate been fixed 
for the inter-zone at 15 cents for the ‘frst 
pound, and ten cents for every succeeding 
pound up to five pounds, that would have 
‘bean reasonable. I can send freight from 
here to Taiyuan or Pingyao in Shansi for 
4 cents a pound; places north or south of 
those cities would cost a little more. With an 
average of 11 cents up to 5 pounds, the

Richard Greer was indicted at tho 
instance of Mr. Duncan McNeill on be- 
half of tho Acting Crown Advocate for 
that on the 4th January last by falso 
pretences he obtained from Mr. W. A. C. 
Platt the sum of $500. 

The circumstances were recorded at 
length in connection with the proceedings 
before the Police Magistrate. 

Prisoner pleaded guilty and offered no 
excuse or explanation. Sentenco of three 
months’ hard labour was passed.

Alfrod Hespeler was indicted at the 
instance of Mr. Duncan McNeill on bo- 
half of the Acting Crown Advocate for 
making a false pretence to Mr. W. A. C. 
Platt with intent to dofrand. 

Prisoner pleaded not guilty and was | 





defended by Mr. F. Ellis. 

The following jury was empanelled 
Messrs. F.J. Drakeford, D. E. J. Abraham, 
W. Armstrong, C. Moore, and L. Plummer, 

For not answering to their names as 
jurors Messrs. F. J. Maitland, 0. E. 
Anton, G. A. Matthews, G. D. Coutts and 
W. Dobie were each fined $50. 

Mr. MeNeill in opening the prosecu- 
tion pointed out that the charge was one 





of obtaining money by false pretences, 
for the Statute which made it a punish. 
able offence to obtain money by a false 
statement made personally, made it 
the same crime to aid, abot, or assist 
another person to obtain money by 
making a false representation. After 
outlining the facts, Mr. McNeill said he 
should have'to ask his Lordship’s per- 
mission to call Greer as a. witness, 
Greer had-been seen in Court that morn 
ing and himself-bore part in the fraud, 
as an accomplice at least. If permission 
were granted by his Lordship, and if 
Greer’s evidence bore out the facts as 
stated, there would then be many details 
to which Counsel would wish to draw the 
jury’s notice. Thore would be certain 
things testified to and certain things would 
appear on the face of documents to 
be produced, which would be quite 
consistent with Groer’s story and would 
go a long way to confirm it.” Apact from 

eer's story there would be evidence 
that Hespeler was in Chinkiang about 
the time the fraud was first set going. 
Again the printed document to bo 
produced in the case while not written 
with any distinction of style was 
written in ordinary. business. languago, 
such as porhaps a not very first-class 
firm of lawyers might employ in ad- 
dressing a cliont with expectations, whose 
business they were desirous of retaining. 
‘The wording was substantially correct, 
and the jury would probably believe that 
the document was not such as a man 
in the position of a consular con- 
stable would havo been likely to 
frame without assistance. There wore 
the further facts that whereas Hospelor 
was in Chinkiang at tho time the fraud 
was set going and in intimate relations 
with Greer, as soon as it started ho loft 
at a time when his absonce was dosirablo, 
80 that he might not appear to be too 
much mixed up in the affair. He returned 
afterwards and his rolations with Greor 
then would be entirely justifiable, as it 
might be said he was merely conducting 
Greer around Shanghai. Again Mr. Platt 
would state that prisoner introduced 
Greor to him and something moro 
than the fact that Greer and Hespelor 
travelled together from Chinkiang to 
Shanghai was necessary to explain’ the 
introduction to Mr. Platt. Hospolor bad 
already had dealings with Mr. Platt. It 
would also be put in evidence that Hes- 
peler introduced Groor to other people. 
Something in the nature of a defence had 
been set up by Hespeler from the moment 
of his arrest, It amounted in Hosp. 
own words to this: “I know nothing 
about Greer. I met him once in Chinkiang; 
he was introduced to me by Inspector 
Bowern.” If that were true then tho 
whole of Greer’s story must be false, but 
if the jury bolieved Grosr’s story. thoy 
would find much to provoke comment in 
Hespeler’s statement at the time of arrest. 
He would now ask his Lorship’s permis- 
sion to call Greer. 

Permission was given. 

Richard Greor was called and sworn. Ho 
said he was formerly consular constable at 
Chinkiang and he made prisoner's ac- 
quaintance about the end of November 
last year at tho Customs Club there. ‘Tho 
Club had only one large room containing 
bar and billiard table. A library ad- 
joined. There was no partition betwoon 
the parts of the Club room. When 
Hespeler first came into the Club no one 
took any notice of him and he ro- 
marked in a pretty loud tone, “ You are 
achillylot.” After that witness and others 
got into conversation with him and 
witness took him to his quarters. On the 
way conversation turned on money 
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matters and Hespeler said he had not 
been very successful since he had been ia 
China, ‘Witness mentioned that he had 
an uncle in Scotland from whom he had 
expectations. Inasort of jocular way 
Hespeler said: “If you want to raise 
money why don’t you kill him?” In 
further talk Hoespoler suggested that 
witness might receive a legal letter from 
Scotland to the effect that his uncle was 
dead and when witness said he could not 
write a legal letter prisoner replied : 
“That's quite easy, you fill in the names of 
the places and I'll dictate the remainder of 
the letter.” ‘This was done, witness filling 
in names of places he know in Scotland 
and prisoner dictating the remainder. 
Witnoss regarded it as joke at first, but 
prisoner took it seriously and said a copy 
should be sent to Kelly and Walsh to be 
printed. In the meantime the news 
should be broken to the people of Chin- 
kiang. Prisoner had to be away for 
some time, but expected things fixed up 
by the time he came back. Witness put 
the rongh draft letter away and took no 
more notice of it for about three weeks, 
but towards the ond of November he 
made tho draft produced (Exhibit E) and 
sent it to Kelly and Walsh to be printed. 
read the news of his fortune 
g. Kelly and Walsh sont back 
three or four copies, which had been 
d to, the British Consul, who 
P hem on with a remark on the 
contents, ‘This wa 

vember or beginning of Decom 
had not seen prisoner after tho night in 
his quarters till December. On his return 
Hespeler asked how things had turned 
out and witness told him. Prisonor re- 
mained two or three days in Chinkiang on 
that visit and witness and he spent most 
of thoir free time together. Prisonor left 
Chinkiang for a fewdays and again return- 
ed just before Christmas. Witness told him 
ho had applied forleave to go to Shang- 
hai from the 26th Decomber but on Hes- 
poler's suggestion he obtained permission 
to leave on the 24th December, and they 
came down together on tho steamer 
Poyang to Shanghai. Witness brought 
with him a printed copy of the letter to 
show to Messrs. Stokes and Platt. ‘That 
had been Hespeler’s suggestion from the 
first. During the voyage down prisoner 
and witness were together most of tho 
time, and prisoner gave tho history of 
the ‘fortune to the captain of the 
vessel. Prisoner and witness went to 
the Metropole Hotel at Shanghai, and 
prisoner mentioned to Mr. Biddle, 
the proprietor, that witness had come 
into “a pot of money.” Prisonor made 
similar statements at the Central Hotel 
and at the Astor House. Hespelor 
wished witness to go to Messrs. Stokes 
and Platt next day, but it was not until 
tho morning of the 20th that ho actually 
went. On that morning Hespoler and 
another man came to witness's bedroom 
and prisoner said : “ Now you've to go to 
Stokes and Platt or if you don't I'll 
punch hell out of you.” Prisoner accom- 
panied witness to the lawyers and in 
reply to witness said he would probably 
bo able to get $5,000 if he asked for it 
Prisoner introduced witness to Mr. Platt 
and then left, saying he had business at 
the Contral Hotel. Witness gave Mr. 
Platt the printed letter, and believed 
Mr. Platt said he would write in a day 
or so. That afternoon he received a letter 
from Mr. Platt and showed it to priso 

Tt was a request’ that he would call next 
morning. He went, but again asked for 
nomoney. On the 4th January, Mr. Platt 
gave witness a cheque for $500, for which 
fitness had asked in a note. The note 
(which has not been printed before) runs : 






































“Dear Mr. Platt—I should be awfully 
obliged if you would let me know if 
you have received any information from 
Auld and Stronach by mail. As I 
understand you will probably be in 
the Court until 11 am. I should be 
much obliged if you will let me haye an 
— (word obliterated) sufficient to cover 
my expenses, since I have been here. 
You may cable to my home solicitors if 
you care. leave for Chinkiang to-mor- 
Tow night (Tuesday). Will you let me 
know what you can do for the present. 
Iwill either wait for your reply in the 
office, but if you will let me have up to 
$500 T shall be much obliged. Sincerely 
yours,R. Green. Will you please excuse 
‘a letter in pencil.” : 

At the interview Mr. Platt had asked 
if he had given the namo of his (Mr. 
Platts) firm to the firm of solicitors 
at home and witness replied that he had. 
Mr. Platt had said he would cable home 
for £100 and witness approved. 

By aJuror—The note'to Mr. Platt was 
written by himself without any help. 

‘By Mr. MeNeill—Ho signed apromissory 
oto for $500 (produced). ‘The cheque 
produced was the one he received from Mr. 
Platt and the signaturo onthe back was 
his. Aftor receiving the cheque he went 
to the Central Hotel and met prisoner 
in the corridor. Prisoner asked if witness 
had any money and witness told him he 
had a cheque for $500 which the clerk had 
taken to the bank to'cash. ' On the return 
of the’clork witness went to prisoner at a 
table in the bar and gave him $200 as 
part of the proceeds of the lotter. The 
understanding was that’ prisoner was to 
havo’ part of anything witness got. After 
that witness did not seo prisoner again 
until the day after he (witness) was 
arrested. 

Cross-examined— Witness came from 
Groenock, which he’ loft about thirteen 
years ago. Ho sorved eight years in the 
‘Army, then he was a warder.in the gaol 
‘at Hongkong for between three and four 
months, afterwards he worked for some 
timo in’ Manila, was subsequently warder 
for the gaols in Singapore and at Selangor, 
and fora year was consular constable at 
Chinkiang. During the period he was 
in the army ho was employed in tho 
orderly room as a clerk, copying corres- 
pondence. Ho obtained his discharge at 
the expiration of his colour service. He 
resigned from the gaol at Hongkong and 
was in the service of the U. 8. military 
government at Manila. His occupation 
there was to book the licences issued. He 
was offered another appointment and 
resigned. The offer was from a sugar re- 
finery, where witness. remained five or 
six months. ' He next went to the Sings- 
pore gaol, where he remained about four 
months; he left to. become secretary 
to the Selangor Club, but held the 
appointment less than three months. He 
had not much correspondence to do in 
that capacity, but he was found unsuited 
for the position and was asked to resign.

‘was lent him on the strength of. the rumour 
and afterwards $50. None .of this money 
was given to prisoner. Besides the $500 
obtained from Mr. Platt, witness obtained 
$50 at the St. George’s, Hotel; he gave 
none of ‘that money. to prisoner, who 
may, however, have benedited by the, spend. 
ing. Witness borrowed $30 from the bar 
aman of the Ventral Hetel. and paid it back 
the following day; he made no representa 
tion to get the money. He never told this 
barman that +he had also paid back $100 to 
‘Hespeler. Inspector Bowern-had owed wit 
ness $60 and out of that the Wit 
ness understood, had paid back'$50 which 
witness owed there. Witness -had not bor- 
rowed other money. in Shanghai; he drew 
two cheques: on the: Hongkong--and -Shang- 
hai, bank though -he “had: no account: thero: 
‘Ho. could -noti remember .for-how- much he 
drew the cheques, in fact. his: recollection’ of 
both was; very hazy. ‘The. signature on: the « 
cheques produced was something like wit 
ness's and had been written by him, but he 
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must have been drank when he waste them. 
‘Tho body of the cheque was written by some 
other person. It was not Hespeler’s 
suggestion that these cheques should be 
drawn. Witness had not obtained any 
money from Mr. Platt besides this $500. 

Re-cxamined—It was on Hespeler’s 
second visit to Chinkiang that the introduc- 
tion by Inspector Bowern took place. When 
he cane om boatd the Poyang witness bad 
$300 in his possession. He had borrowed 
tho $200 and $50 just previously. ; 

By the Jury—Witness believed the writ- 
ing on the body of the cheque produced was 
by a clerk st the Astor House, This cheque 
was in favour of Mr. Biddle. 

‘The jury pointed out that the cheque was 
endorsed “L. H. Drakeford ” in, pencil 

By his Loniship—Witness could not un- 
derstand liow it came about that a cheque 
should be made out at the Astor House in 
favour of the proprietor of the Metropole 
Hotel. He could not say where he got the

oy ‘Mr, Ellis—Mz. Hespeler’s expression 
in introducing witness to Mr. Platt was 
“This is a young friend of mine, who is 
come to talk business with you; fix him up 
as well as you can,” or words to that effect. 

Mr. Wilfred Allory Cumming Platt, bar- 
risteratlaw and a partner in’ the firm of 
Stokesand Platt, said he knew prisonerand 
hhadhad previqus dealings with him. He 
remembered Greer and Hespeler coming to 
hhis office on the 29th December and had 
previously been prepared for their coming, 
by a statement made to him in conversi- 
tion, At the interview on the 29th Decem- 
ber, prisoner used some such words as that 
ho wished to introduce the man with him 
(Groor), who had some business to talk over 
with Inim. Hespeler then at once left. the 
room and witness to talk to 
Groor, who said he had come in for alot of 
money and gave witness the printed docu- 
ment (Exhibit M). Hosaid hehad received 
it and had given the name of wit- 
ness’s firm to Messrs. Auld and 
Stronach. He wanted principally to know 
how much of the money he could handle. 
Witness said he would write in the course 
of the day. Greer gave his address as the 
Hotel Metropole and witness wrote it on 
the document. Greer then went away and 
witness, who was very busy at the fime, 
did not’ give much attention to the matter. 
He did, however, take down the Scottish 
law list to seo if there were any lawyers of 
that name practising in Greenock. He 
found an Auld and also a Stronach, but ac- 
cording to the list, which was old, they 
were not practising 'in partnership. Later 
in the day witness wrote to Greer and added 
@ postscript asking him to call the follow- 
ing morning, Greer came and witness ad- 
vised him to go and see the lawyers at 
Greonock, but Greer said he preferred to 
wait till hearing from them. On the 4th 
January Greer asked witness to telegraph 
for £100 and to let him have $500 for his 
expenses here. Witness gave him the 
cheque (Exhibit G) and Greer signed the 
promissory note (Exhibit D). Witness tele- 
graphed to the address, received no reply, 
and was informed by ‘the telegraph office 
that the telegram could not be delivered on 
account of insufficient address. Witness did 
not see Greer again till he saw him in 
Court. On receiving the communication 
fromthe Telegraph Company witness knew 
he had been swindled, but did nothing till 
he heard indirectly that Greer was victimis- 
ing other people. 

Crose-oxamined—Witness had not lent 
Greer othersums of money besides this $500 
or heard of him till the 29th December. 
Witness had not paid any bills for Greer, 
except the Telegraph Company, or other 
wise accommodated him. The letter being 
in print aroused witness's suspicions at first, 
but it passed through his mind that 














Greer had been from home for some 
years and his whereabouts might not be 
known exactly; a letter might therefore 
havebeon printed to sendto different parts 
where he might be. The letter did not ex- 
cite his suspicion otherwise at that time. 

Reexamined—He thought it a genuine 
etter and in consequence advanced the $500. 

‘Mr. Charles Grant, Manager of Kelly and 
Walsh, repeated his evidence given ia the 
lower Court, as to receiving the document 
to print and the execution of the order. 

‘There was no cross-examination. 

Mr. “MM. J. Nathan, clerk at the Central 
Hotel repeated substantially what he bad 
‘said before the magistrate to the effect” that 
he cashed the cheque for Greer who aifter- 
wards gave $200 to Hespeler in the bar of 
the hotel. In cross-examination he said he 
‘had not noticed Hespeler and Greer associat- 
ing in the bar on other occasions. = 

‘Mr, McNeill wished to refresh witness's 
memory in regard to the point whether or 
not there was another person at the table 
when the money was handed by Greer to 
Hespeler. In the Court below witness said 
he thought there was no one; he now said 
definitely there was no one. 

Tis Lordship ruled that the question could 
not come as re-examination and was too late 
for examination-in-chief. 

Mr. Hazy A. Pond, with Reynell and Co. 
and formerly steward in the Central Hotel, 
related how he accompanied Greer to Messrs. 
Stokes and Platt’s office, one morning in 
January, that afterward Greer showed him 
& cheque which he believed was for $500, 
that at the Central Hotel Hespeler was 
waiting, and witness saw him speak to Greer 
and money pass. 

Crocs-examined—Groer had stated that, be 

was going to repay money to Hesptler. 
Witnsss had ‘not formed the conclusion that 
the two men were particular friends. 
‘Mr. Froderick G. Keeling, proprictor of 
the St. George’s Hotel, said that in the 
Astor House he had heard H say 
that Greer was all right. He had also 
heard him remark strongly in regard to 
Greer not having repaid a loan from wit- 
nness’s barman, in regard to which Hespeler 
said he would pay the money himself rather 
than that the man should lose it. 

Cross-examined—Although he was almost 
constantly in his own hotel he had never 
seen Greer and Hespeler there together. 
Greer had been in several times alone. 

Mr. Louis Ladow, Manager of the Central 
Hotel, said he had seen Greer and Hespeler 
in the hotel in company. A question hav- 
ing arisen as to whether Greer should be 
allowed to sign chits, Hespeler said on one 
occasion that “Greer was all right.” It 
was the talk of the bar at that time thar 
Greer had come into a lot of money. 

Cross-examined—Greer’s fortune _was 
talked of before Hespeler’s remark. Wit- 
ness had not regarded the men as other 
than bar acquaintances. 

Wong Gan-chéng, No. 1 boy in the Chin- 
Kiang Cuctoms’ Club said he had been were 
19 years. Greer was a member of the Ulub 
and witness knew Hespeler who had a de- 
formed hand. Hespeler was not a member of 
‘the Club, but had been a visitor there, about 
five or six weeks before last Christmas. He 
first saw Hespeler there one night, when 
no one spoke to him. On the second oc- 
casion no-one spoke much to him, but more 
than a month before Christmas witness saw 
Hespeler and Greer drinking together. He 
had also seen Inspector Bowern, Hespeler 
and Greer all in the Club together. 

Wong Hung-wei, Greer’s boy, said he had 
been so employed for twelve months. Greer 
had sometimes been in the habit of drinking 
too much and hed given way to the habit 
just before Christmas. Witness knew Hes- 
Peler by the deformity of his left hand. He 
first saw him come to his master’s house 
more than @ month before Christmas. Greer 





and Hespeler remained in the house about 
an ‘our on that occasion. 

Cross-examined—He had not told Inspec- 
tor Bower that it was in the middle of 
December that Hespeler came to the house, 
but it was im the 10th Chinese mooa, as 
well as he could remember. 

Detective-Inspector McDowell gave evi- 
dence of the arrest of prisoner and repeated 
‘the statement which prisoner made tu nim 
at the time and which has already been 
published. 

Cioss-examined—He arrested Greer the 
day before he arrested Hespeler, on a charge 
of obtaining goods by false pretences from 
Chinese. 

Mr. Ellis very briefly indicated his de- 
fence, the main point of which would be 
that Hespeler did not meet Greer before 
the middle of December. Witnesses would 
be called to prove the movements of Hes- 
peler at that tims, and also to prove that 
prisoner was first introduced to Greer in 
the middle of December by Inspector Bow- 
om, 

The further hearing was adjourned till 
9.30 a.m. on the following morning. 

His Lordship requested the Press to noti- 
fy gentlemen summoned for the purposes of 
the jury in the trial of Maro Gold- 
stein, and who were warned yesterday to 
be in attendance at the Court at 10 a.m. 
today, that their presence will not be 1e- 
quired until 2 p.m. today at which hour 
they must attend.

THE MIXED COURT. 


Shanghai, 26th May. 
Before Mr. Waxu (Deputy Magistrate) 
and Dr. Baxcuxr (U, 8, Assessor). 
A Strike at a Silk Filatuce, 


Three females were charged with creat- 
ing a disturbance and wilfully destroying 
property at the Yuen Fah Silk Filature 
at 6.30 p.m. on the 24th instant; also 
with inciting a number of others to create 
a disturbance at the same time and place. 

Inspector Chilver said that the man- 
ager of the Filature came to the Station 
about 7 p.m. on the 24th instant and 
asked the help of the police to quell what 
he described as a riot at the Filature. On 
arrival there the police found that the, 
prisoners aud several other womet 
employees had locked the eompradore 
and his staff in their quarters and broken 
up a lot of property about the place. 
This was just about the time that the old 
cocoons were finished and thenew cocoons, 
now being bought, would not be ready for 
about a month. At this season it was 
customary at the Filatures to close up 
until the now cocoons were ready ; but to 
ensure the future attendance of the 
cmployecs it was customary, instead of 
paying them off in full, to keep in hand 
about a fortnight’s wages. In this caso 
the employers seemed to have kept back 
about three weeks’ wages, and tho 
employees objected. Witness advised 
the employers to pay the women a fow 
more days’ wages and this was done and 
the other women returned to work. The 
three prisoners, however, evidently wished 
to leave and join some other Filature and 
they therefore refused to work and had 
incited the other employees to create a 
disturbance. These prisoners were also 
responsible for the destruction of the pro- 
perty. 

‘The complainant having given evidence, 

Mr. J. L. Davidson said he appeared 
for the prosecution. ‘The Court had 
heard the evidence of the complainant 
and he now wished to make a suggestion 
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as to punishment. He did not wish to 
press for sovere punishment, but wished 
the Conrt to instil into the minds of the 
prisoners that in future if they had any 
differences with the management, to ask 
the assistance of the Jourt in the matter 
instead of ereating ® disturbance and 
ctusing a breach of the peace. As a 
Warning to others, he asked that the 
prisoners be cangued on the premises. 

The Assessor said that to cangne 
women was against the law. . 

Mr. Davidson said he did not know 
that. 

‘The prisoners were fined $2 each. 
Aftermath of a Cause Celebre. 

‘Two boatmen were charged with being 
members of an organised gang of thieves, 
and also with being concerned together 
with others not in custody in stealing 
two bales of American sheeting, valued 
at Tis. 220, from the China Merchants 
Central Wharves, between 5 and 6 p.m. 
on the 20th instant. 

Inspector Mellows said that the 
prisouers were members of the celebrated 
gang of thieves of which Vah Maw-maw 
(now undergoing sentence of life im- 
prisoument) was formerly the head. In 
fact, theso prisoners were known to have 
been present on the boat at the time the 
murder was committed which was one of 
the subject matters in the charges against 
Vah Maw-maw. Daring the last month 
or two the gang had again commenced a 
series of systematic robberies from 
wharves similar to those organised by 
Vah Maw-maw. ‘The prisoners admitted 
tho offence and had stated that four other 
men wore concerned in the theft, whose 
names they had furnished to the police. 
‘The other four prisoners had escaped to a 
village outside the Settlement and it 
would be a dittioult matter to arrest them. 
‘Whe stolen property had been disposed of 
for $120 at a place just this side of 

A coolie who witnessed the 
ould give evidence. Like all the 
witnesses in the Vuh Maw-maw case, he 
was very 
happen to him at the hands of the ro 
the gang, but had been persuaded to come 
to Court. 

After hearing the evidence of the 
coolie, tho Court decided to remand 
the prisoners in custody and to issue 
warrants for the arrest of the other men 
concerned. 

Inspector Mellows said he did not 
think it possible to arrest the other men, 
as they hd already left the: Settlement, 
but he would do his best. 

Before Mr. Huaxc Hsvex (Magistrate) 
and Mr, Twymax (British Assessor). 
«i egal Arrest. 

‘The hearing was resumed of the charge 
against three unemployed natives, a 
female defendant, and a Mixed Conrt 
runner, of — assaulting, robbing, and 
illegally arresting a shroff in the Chekiang 
Road cn the evening of the 9th instant. 

‘The female defendant, questioned by 
the Assessor, said she came to the Mixed 
Court on the 9th instant to see the 
Magistrate. She wished to know if her 
petition had been filed in an action she 

bringing against the complainant. 
‘The complainant came to the Court alone 
that evening. 

By Mr. Davidsou—She canght hold of 
the complainant because he said he was 
under foreign protection and could not 
be sted in that Court. ‘The complainant 
offered to pay her Tis. 40 of what he 
owed her, and afterwards offered her 30 
per cent.” She refused both offers. 

‘By Sergeant Johnston—She knew the 
complainant before. She was at the 
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Mixed Court on the morning of the 9th 
instant and again in the afternoon, re- 
remaining there until dark. 

‘The keeper of a wine-shop, No., 1074, 
Chekiang Road, said that about 7 p.m. 
on the 9th instant the first prisoner 
visited his shop. Another man came 
with him, but he could not say for certain 
that it was the complainant, as the com- 
plainant was often in his shop. The two 
men had some refreshments, and not 
having money to pay for them, left some 
clothing as security. They remained at 
the shop until about 9 p.m, The drinks 
were paid for and the clothing redeemed 
a short time afterwards. 

This closed the evidence for the defence. 

Sergeant Johnston said that be had 
another witness present. He was a con- 
stable. The man saw the complainant 
being brought across the Chekiang Road 
bridge by two other men, but being new 
to his duties did not take avy notice of 
them. 

Mr. Davidson objected to the prose- 
cntion calling another witness at this 
stage, after they had heard the evidence 
for the defence. 

Sergeant Johnston said he had not 
talked to the constable about the casesince 
the day after the charge was reported to 
him. The constable had been reported to 
the Captain-superintendent for neglect of 
duty in connection with this matter and 
had been reprimanded. 

The Court decided to hear the con- 
stable’s evidence. 

Native P. C. 406 said that at 8 p.m. on 
the 9th instant he saw three men coming 
across the Chekiang Road bridge. He 
could not recognise them again. When 
a little way past the bridge he saw two of 
them got hold of the third by the quoue. 

By Mr. Davidson—It might have been 
done in play. ‘They caught hold of him by 
the tassel of the queue. As they came over 
the bridge they behaved in an orderly 
manner. There was nothing to indicate 
the use of any violence, and there was 
nothing to call for his interference. One 
of the men was of short stature. 

Mr. Davidson then addressed the Court 
for the defence. He reviewed the evidence 
at some length, calling attention to the 

















discrepancies in’ the complainant's story, 
and pointing out the overwhelming re- 
butting evidence for the defence by in- 
dopencent witnesses of good standing, as 
well as by the prisoners themselves. He 
asked that his clients be acquitted. 
Sergeant Johnston said that the com- 
plainant’s foreign employer was present 
to give evidence as to the complainant's 
character, and would state that he had 
previously been entrusted with thousands 
of taols and had always acted honestly. 
The Assessor said he did not think the 
Court could hear that evidence now. 
Judgment was reserved.
